FOREIGNERS SEEKING 
AMERICAN CITIZENSHIP 


Washington, February 17.—During 
the two weeks since the diplomatic 
break with Germany, foreigners liv- 
ing in the United States, notably Ger- 
mans and Austrians, have. flocked to 
the courts to become American giti- 
zens in such numbers that labor de- 
partment officials said today the to- 
tal could not even be estimated. An 
idea of the unprecedented rush for na- 
turalization papers is afforded by the 
fact that on one day alone more than 
certificates of naturalization 
were issued. 

For the first time in the history of 
the department, factory and mill em- 
ployees with large numbers of for- 
eign workers on their payrolls, will 
aid their employees in a wholesale way 
to become American citizens. Tens of 
thousands of application blanks will 
ibe distributed among such employers 
to facilitate their reaching employees 
who desire naturalization. In a num- 
per of mills special instructors will be 
designated to coach employees in the 
requirements necessary to obtain cit- 
izenship, and department examiners 
will afterwards meet applicants in 
squads and inform them more in detail 
as to what will be expected of them 
and how to pass the tests, :

2,000 TURKS TAKEN 
BY BRITISH TROOPS 
ON THE TIGRIS RIVER 


London, February,17:-—Several impor- 
tant gains against@@he Turks in ‘Meso- 
potamia are recorded tn the official re- 
port made public tonight. In addition 
to forcing the Turks ‘back on the Tigris 
river, the British captured 1,995 pris- 
oners. 

The text of the report reads: 

“Mesopotamia: The offensive ¢gainst 
the Turks on the right bank of the 
Tigris was resumed Thursday. An im- 
portant tactical point in fromt of the 
enemy’s right was first seized. An at- 
tack on his right center followed, re- 
sulting in the securing of our objec- 
tives on a front of. 700 yards. ‘This 
was afterward extended by bombing to 
a depth of 500 vards on a frontage of 
1,000 vards. The half-hearted Turk- 
ish counter attacks were easily _re- 
pulsed. 

“Some hours later an assault was 
launched against the enemy's left cen- 
ter, securing our objective on a front 
of 850 vards 

“During the night 
cleared out of small areas they held on 
the river bank. By dawn Thursday all 
the ground in the Dhara bend was in 
our hands.

Senator Cummins led the attack, de- | 
nouncing particularly the extensive’ 
powers that would be given the presi- | 
dent to use the army and navy to pre-, 
serve neutrality.

fended .by Senator Walsh and Sena- 
tors Overman and Reed also supported 
them, 

Senator Cumming referred particu- 
larly to the section making at a crim- 
inal offense in time of war for any one 
“in violation of regulations to be pre- 
scribed by the president, which he is 
hereby authorized to make and pro- 
mulgate,”’ to collect, record, publish or 
communicate information relating to 
armed forces. of the country. 

“Such a provision delegates to the 
president.” sald Senator Cummins, “‘the 
right of absolute suppression of free 
speech and absoluie overthrow of a 
free press.”

Reach New York—War Risk 
Insurance Drops. 


Ndw York, February 17.—Six steam- 
ships sailed from here for EBuropean 
ports today, including the big Molland- 
America liner Noordam. None of them, 
as far could be learned, carried 
passengers. The British steamship 
Verdi started for Liverpool, but turned 


back and anchored off. quarantine, aft- 
er proeeeding as far as Sandy Hook.

Warmer Weather Will Help.

Whereas the Germans in the early 
days of the war had men and materials 
to reconstruct hundreds of miles of 
broad-gauge tracks in Russia, the pro- 
eess of double-tracking lines of com- 
munication to Rumania, Serbia and Al- 
bania is increasingly difficult. 
The transportation problem is com- 
plicated by the employment of substi- 
tute workers, chiefly women.

ERMAN RAILWAYS 
GOING 10 PIECES 
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Transportation Question Al- 
most as Serious as Food 
Shortage — Great Lack of 
Rolling Stock. 


Berne, Switzerland, February 17.— 
(Via Paris. By a Staff Correspondent 
of the Associated Press.)—Although the 
most serious of the great problems 
which today occupy the attention of the 
German leaders is the food question, 
of almost equal importance is the sit- 
uation presented by transportation dif- 
ficulties. 

Until the present winter these diffi- 
cuities were felt but little and 
were not recognized generally as con- 
Stituting a major problem until the 
shortage of food became more acute by 
reason of lack of rolling stock, the de- 
preciation of freight cars and the sud- 
den cold ‘spell which froze the rivers 
and canals, hindering or preventing 
transportation of the most necessary 
food to centérs of population. 

At.the beginning of the war Germany 
had. a surplus:of railway carriages, 
freight cars and locomotives, which 
had been provided expressly against 
emergency. In consequence, transpor- 
tation in the first two years of the 
war was adequate for all the unusual 
demands made upon it, notwithstanding 
the extension of territory served. 

The conquest of Belgium resulted in 
the capture of a comparatively large 
number of Belgian freight cars which 
today may be seen everywhere in Ger- 
many, Poland, Lithuania, Austria-Hun- 
gary, Serbia and even Rumania. 

Cars Not in Proper Condition. 

The factories in which rolling stock 
ordinarily is produced and_e repaired, 
however, are needed urgently at pres- 
ent for other purposes. Moreover, the 
shortage of oils has made it impossible 
to keep the cars in proper condition. 
Such few cars aS were captured in 
Russia have been found unavailable be- 
cause they are of broader gauge. The 
German surplus, deteriorating from 
month to month, has gradually gone to 

ieces. Shortly before the correspondent 
eft Berlin it was described by an un- 
usually outspoken German official as 
“miserable.” 

From time to time passenger service 
in all parts of Germany has been re- 
duced until now the trains, which are 
cold to the :freezing point, are ter- 
ribly overcrowded, frequently late and 
seldom: complete even short journeys 
without at least one hot-box. From the 
beginning of the war the government 
has proceeded on the basis that the 
troops must be supplied with all kinds 
of necessities at the expense of every- 
thing else, and even the magnificent 
German trackage system is loaded 
down constantly with trains carrying 
troops, supplies and ammunition. Not 
only is it impossible for civilians be- 
hind the front to travel without dif- 
ficulty, but food supplies often are 
jeopardized. The problems have been 
increased by the necessity of shifting 
troops frequently between the western 
and eastern fronts. 

Beginning with last fall the canals 
and. rivers had come to be used more 
and more for .the transportation of 
foodstuffs, partly because boats have 
a longer life than cars. Then came |

Washington, February , 17.—There 
has been no case in history where troops 
have been as weil handled and cared 
for as in the movement to the Mexican 
border during the summer of 1916, 
says the annual report of the quarter- 
master general of the United States 
army which has just been made public 
and is of peculiar interest at the pres- 
ent time as showing the ability of the 
American railways to handle troop 
movements efficiently. 

The report tells of the uniformly ex- 
cellent handling given troops and sup- 
plies through the co-operation of rail- 
way officials and employees of every 
rank with the war department officials. 
It states that to carry the first 100,000 
of the national guard moved to the 
border, 350 trains, including 3,000 pas- 
senger cars, 400 baggage cars, most of 
them equipped as kitchen cars for serv- 
ing hot meals en route, 1,300 box cars, 
2,000 stock cars and 800 flat cars were 
required. Approximately 4,900 road lo- 
comotives and crews and a large num- 
ber of yard engines and crews had a 
pait in handling this movement. 

On behalf of the railways, supervision 
of moving the troops was in. the hands 
of a special committee on co-operation 
with the military authorities, appoint- 
ed by the American Railway associa- 
tion at the request of the war depart- 
ment, of which Fairfax Harrison, pres- 
ident of the Southern railway, was 
chairman. 

“Considering the great distances 
traveled by the militia from the various 
camps to the Mexican border,” says the 
report, “the fact that there was but a 
single accident, and that of a minor 
character, the celerity with which the 
«rains were moved and the entire ab- 
sence of congestion or delay, it is be- 
lieved that there has been no case in 
history where troops have been as wel! 
and safely transported or as well cared 
for while en route as in the recent 
mobilization.”

Would you deprive them of the 
last of their rights? Peace is possible 
if the government will only publish its 
war aims, which, of course, must hu- 
miliate no nation.’

_~ Washington, February 17.—The sit- 
uation with reference to the federal 
judiciary so far as it affects both the 
northern and southern districts of Geor- 
Zia, is complex and complicated, with 
no present certainty of the final out- 
come. 

The refusal of Judge Frank Park to 
allow further consideration of his 
name in connection with the judgeship 
made vacant by the recent death of 
Judge Lambdin, of the southern dis- 
trict of Georgia, was brought about by 
the relentless antagonism of both 
Georgia’s representatives in the sen- 
ate after tender of the appointment, 
Judge Park being unwilling to pro- 
long a-political controversy over the 
Succession to the vacant judgeship, 
thereby increasing the differences be- 
tween the administration and the Geor- 
gia senators. 

It seems reasonably certain that the 
department of justice will not approve 
the joint recommendations heretofore 
submitted by Senators Smith and Hard- 
wick and that the senators will not 
agree to the confirmation of any of the 
nominations suggested by south Geor- 
gia congressmen, representing the dis- 
tricts to be immediately affected by the 
appointment. 

In this emergency it appears proba- 
ble that the appointment will go to 
some outsider whose name has _ not 
heretofore been considered in connec- 
tion with the vacancy. 


Names Suggested. 
The list of suggestions presented for 
the consideration of the president is 
constantly increasing, and it is known 


that consideration is being given to 
the names of Judge W. E. Thomas, of 


Valdosta, Ga.; Judge George T. Cann, 
of Savannah, Ga.: Judge J. W. Ben- 
nett, of Brunswick, Ga.;: Judge U. V. 
Whipple, of Cordele, Ga.: J. Hansell 
Merrill, of Thomasville; William H. 
Burnett, of Augusta, and Congress- 
man Eewards, of the first district, in 
addition to many other able lawyers 
from various sections of south Georgia, 
any one of whom may receive the ap- 
pointment. 

Since the retirement of Judge Park 
the Georgia delegation has not shown 
a disposition to concentrate their in- 
dorsements, but are apparently unani- 
mous in their policy to insist upon an 
appointment based upon’ qualifications 
of legal ability and experience, rath- 
er than an appointment influenced by 
partisan political considerations.

- VESSEL DISABLED 


Captain Polack Swears He 
Damaged Liner Cecilie at 
Command of German Gov- 
ernment--Refuses to Name 
Man Who Gave Order. 


Boston, February 17.—The North 
German Llovd, passenger liner Kron- 
prinzessin Cecilie, While in the custody 
of a United States marshal under @ 
libel order from the federal court, was 
deliberately disabled at the direction 
of her German commander. 

Captain Charles A. Polack s@ testi- 
fied in the United States distyict court 
today and added that he, in/turn, had 
taken his orders from the German gov- 
ernment. The damage to the vessel 
was done on the night of January 31, 
three days before diplomatic relations 
between the United States and Germany 
were broken off. Under examination 
by counsel for the libellants, Captain 
Polack said that on that day he had 
received orders to render his vessel 
unseaworthy from an unnamed official 
of the German embassy at Washing- 
ton. : 

it Was a Tense Moment, 

It was a tense moment when the 
witness wa's asked the name of this 
official. He hesitated and then turn- 
ing to the court made this plea: 

“Your honor, I am an officer of the 
German pavy and if | should have to 
disclose the name of the gentleman in 
this hearing I might be tried for trea- 
son when I went home to Germany.

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DESPITE HEAVY FIRE 


People of Talmein Refuse to 
Leave Though Right Under 
the Italian Guns. 


_——— 
— 


With ,the Austro-Hungarian Army 
on the Nsonzo Kront, January 20.— 
(Correspondence of the Associated 
Press.)—Although only 500 Vards from 
the Italian infantry line, Tolmein stil] 
has a civil population of 220 persons 
who refuse to quit their homes. The 
Associated Press correspondent who 
Visited it early one evening. with a 
lieutenant-colone] had the 
rockets sent up by Italians an 
illumination which, despite the driving 
rain, disclosed the wide extent of dam- 
age the Italian artillery had worked. 
About 30 per cent. of the buildings had 
been laid low or wrecked. The rocket 
light showed interiors glistening in 
the rain, wrecked furniture in huge 
piles, soaked bedding, and the ruined 
contents of stores. 

“The civil population of this place is 
the lieu- 
tenant-colonel. “I should. say hero- 
ines, because the great majority is 
women. The place I am taking you to 
now is owned iby and still run ‘by a 
woman and her two daughters. Last 
week a shell exploded in the little 
store they keep, so thev have now 
moved to another part of the building.” 

The correspondent was received by 
two girls of tender vears, Misses Mira 
and Vida Vrtovec, good types of Slo- 
venian middle class, They had .just 
closed their little store. Asked why 
they stayed in Tolmein, the girls said 
that it was their home, and the little 
business was all they had. They were 
not afraid, especially since a bomb- 
proof had been built for them by the 
soldiers. While the visitor was buy- 
ing some trifles the Italians loosed a 
few more shells to points near the 
house, causing the oil lamp near the 
ceiling to sway and rattle. 

Many of the women in Tolmein earn 
their living. by washing and mending 
the laundry of the officers and men. 
The few men who live in the town till 
nearby fields, often in plain sight of 
the Italians, to whose credit it must 
be recorded that they. never shoot at 
civilians so emploved. Certain fields 
lie between the Austro-Hungarian and 
Italian trenches. Work may bedone on 
them without danger. The <Austro- 
Hungarians return the compliment and 
refrain from firing at civilians behind 
the Italian trenches. | 

During bombardments the civil pop- 
ulation shares all dangers with the 
army, however. Quite a number of 
Tolmeinians have been killed and 
wounded, because cellars are poor pro- 
tection against the heavier shells. Ex- 
ceptional bravery was shown recently 
by a woman, named Marie Maurer, 
who, having learned that her sister’s 
child had run out of the house and 
been lost in the streets, started out in 
search in defiance of the bombard- 
ment in which the town lay at that 
moment. 

Many of Tolmein’s streets 
infantry fire zone, and must 
ed. Humming bullets speed 
constantly. iot long ago a child un- 
mindful of the danger, ran along one 
of these streets and was wounded in 
the arm. Despite such reminders that 
they are tempting Providence, it has 
been impossible to induce the remain- 
der of Tolmein’s population to go to 
other parts. Modrece, almost entirely 
destroyed by artillery fire, also boasts 
of a war population of women, old men 
and children, ado many other towns 
and villages on both sides of this front.

ON PUBLIC HluHWAY') 
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Government Statistics Show 
That Lease and Contract 
Systems Are Passing. 


Washington, February 17.—A steady 
decrease since 1885 in the proportion 
of conviets in the United States em- 
ployed in miscellaneous work under 
jlease and contract, and a marked in- 
;crease in the proportion employed for 
‘the benefit of the state on highways 
and other public works are shown in 
‘statistics just published by the office 
‘of public roads and rural engineering 
‘of the U. S. department of agriculture. 
These statistics are included in De- 
partment Bulletin 414, a professional 
paper, which reports one of the first 
exhaustive studies made in this coun- 
try, covering the administrative, engi- 
neering, economic, disciplinary and 
health conditions in convict road 
camps. Representatives of the U. 5S. 
public health service co-operated with 
the specialists of the department of 
agriculture in making the studies. The 
systems adopted by the several states 
are discussed and recommendations are 
made for the achievement of greater 
efficiency in operation of the convict 
camps and conduct of the road work. 

System of Convict Labor. 


The systems of convict labor are 
classified in the report as lease, con- 
»tract and piece-price systems, under 
which the labor of the convicts is for 
the benefit of private individuals or 
| corporation's, often in the manufacture 
of commodities: the public account 
system,. under which the convict-made 
eoods are sold by the state; the state- 
use system, under which goods are 
‘manufactured only for usetin state 
institutions, and the public works and 
'way's system, under which the labor of 
'the convicts is devoted to public struc- 
ture and roads. The latter system has 
grown in popularity, it is pointed out, 
because it makes use of the convict 
labor with a minimum of competition 
with free labor, contributes fairly last- 
; ing benefits to the whole community, 
|affords healthful and even somewhat 
reformative employment to the con- 
victs, and reduces congestion in penal 
institutions. The most satisfactory use 
of the system, in the opinion of the 
department's road specialists, is under 
'state rather than county administra- 
!tion. Since 1885, the report show’, 
‘the percentage of convicts in a large 
j}number of representative institutions 
; working under the public-account, state 
use and public works and ways sys- 
tems, has increased from 33 to 86 per 
cent, while the proportion engaged in 
road work alone has:-increased from 1.3 
per cent to nearly 13 per cent. 
Only Physically Fit. 

(‘fonvicts should not be indiscrimi- 
nately put to work on roads, it is point- 
ed out. Only those who are physically 
fit for the work should be employed. 
It may be even desirable and prac- 
ticable in many instances to reserve 
assignment to the open-air work as a 
reward for good behavior. Physical- 
lv and by former mode of life, statistics 
cited in the report show, about three- 
fourths of the average male prison 
population is better fitted for out-door 
| labor than for shop work. In prac- 
tice, when all considerations are tak- 
len into account, it has been found 
, that from 25 to 50 per cent of the male 
'inmates of prisons are available. for 
road work. 

The employment of state convicts in 
road making, the report shows, first 
became general in the ‘south in the ear- 
Iy nineties. Such use of state convicts 
'has been made by northern and west- 
ern states, however, mostly during the 
last ten years.

ery company, in an interview concern- 
ing supply and business conditions met’ 
by Americans abroad. 

“At the present time a pair of heavy 
mountain shoes lasts a soldier bat si 
weeks,” he ‘said. “These shoes hav 
their heels and soles studded with nails 
The shoes are largely made 
but with American machin- 


in Italy, 


‘ery and American leather, and the qual- 


ity and materials is the best we can 
furnish, but that quality is, of course, 
inferior to that sold before the war. 
When manufactured by the hundred 
thousand, these shoes cost the govern- 
ment about four dollars each. But the 
supply is always behind the demand, 
Since materials arrive very slowly from 
America. On one ship, the Palmero, 
Which was torpedoed in the Mediterra- 
nean, off the coast of Spain, in early 
December, the. material for nearly half 
a Million pairs of shoes was lost. 

“The retail ‘store trade in Italy is 
now obliged to pay nearly seven dol- 
lars wholesale for shoes that before 
the war cost three and a half, and it is 
probable that American shoes will be 
selling in Italy soon for ten and twelve 
dollars the pair. The American shoes, 
because of their shape and fit, have 
long been the chief product on the mar- 
ket here, and particularly ‘since the 
war, as the hand-made shoe cannot be 
made quickly enough.”

Manv a stibaltern or company com- 
mander has gone “over the top” into 
battle with his dog leaping and barking 
happily beside him. Scores of dogs 
have been killed beside their masters, 
and hundreds wounded. In the fight- 
ing about Mametz, during the great 
“push” on the Somme, a Red Cross 
searching party- came upon a pathetic 
little group composed of a subaltern, 
his dog and four private soldiers, just 
as they had sprawled to their death in 
a burst of machine gun fire. «+ 

The dogs in the trenches have great 
fun chasing the rats. They will even 
leap over the parapet after them into 
“No Man’s Land.” And sometimes old 
“Fritz’ from the enemy trenches will 
snipe them. There is one old terrier 
now in the front line who has been 
wounded four times. If he-survives the 
war, this old veteran is going to have 
a collar With four gold stripes on it. 

The Red Cross dogs of the French 
hardly come under the head of pets. 
They are a lasting tribute to the part 
dumb animals have played, and are 
playing in the great werld conflict. 
The dogs, however, render a_ service 
scarcely more notable than the little 
French donkeys that carry ammuni- 
tion to the front line trenches. These 
little burros are as wise as they are 
gray. Their long, straight ears, always 
poking forward, are atuned to the 
sounds of battle, and when the firing 
gets too heavy they dart for the shel- 
ter of shell holes and lie there with the 
drivers until danger temporarily is past. 


Wildcats of Ypres. 


some of the strangest animals of the 
War are the wildcats of Ypres. The old 
mother and: father cats of Ypres were 
once domesgicated. But when the 
frightened population fled at the first 
bombardment, the cats, true to all cat 
traditions, remained behind. Now Ypres 
is a wilderness of ruins and all ‘the 
cats born and living there have become 
like wild animals. 

A Canadian sergeant major came 
marching out of the “line” a few days 
ago with a magpie sitting on his shoul- 
der. A private in the same company 
had a kitten curled up on the top of 
his knapsack. All the overseas troops 
bring mascots with them. The South 
Africans started out with a great col- 
leckion of springboks, baboons, duikers 
and a variety of queer animals, but the 
climate of northern France in winter 
mood is far from firendly, and the warm 
weather pets have mostly been 
“done in.” 

Probably the most amazing of all war 
pets, however, was the lion cub adopted 
by the Americans in the French avta- 
tion service. They read in a Paris pa- 
per that a ‘‘perfect dear of a cub” was 
for sale and promptly sent emissaries 
in to buy it. They said when it grew 
up they were going to drop it in the 
German lines, but it was spoiled into 
being a pampered pet instead of a man- 
eater, and finally, because its playful 


howls at night became a nuisance, it 
was sent to a zoo.

Now that the necessity for producing 
more food has come, it its evident that 
the grass must be ploughed up and the 
question of how it is to be done arises. 

The board of agriculture has issued 
an order that in 1917 all holders of 
ten acres and over, must till one-tenth 
more of their land than they did in 
1916. If the occupier is unable for lack 
of labor or any other cause to till it 
himself, he may let it to others, or 
failing that the department may enter 
on it and arrange to have it tilled in 
any way that seems most convenient. 
The way selected has been letting ‘in 
conacre” and it is over this that the 
whole trouble has ari'sen. 

Dual Ownership. 

Under the present Irish land laws 
an ordinary letting of land to a ten- 
ant becomes a letting in perpetuity, 
subject only to the payment of rent. 
It is in practice the extension of the 
old Ulster ‘‘tenant right’ to .the whole 
of Ireland, and really amoun 
ownership. There is another\form of 
letting in Irish law, which géts over 
this practice and it is called 
“in egnacre.’ This means letti the 
land for the growth of a specifia crop 
for eleven months only. If the letting 
in conacre were to be the end of the 
department's policy no one would ob- 
ject. The large land owners would be 
glad enough to let to their smaller 
neighbors and receive their rents with- 
out the trouble of personal tillage and 
superintendence, but they fear that 
the present head of the department, T. 
W. Russell, who is a nationalist, will 
introduce men who will refuse to leave 
at the end of their eleven months’ ten- 
ancy. Of course, they will not have 
a leg to stand on in law, but they will 
have public opinion behind them and 
public opinion makes law quicker in 
Ireland under present conditions, than 
in any other part of the world. The 
men moreover really have a moral 
claim to the land, for it is agreed that 
the system of great grass ranches sup- 
porting few families while the popula- 
tion is struggling to cultivate the less 
fertile soil is uneconomic and bad for 
the country generally. It is bad even 
for the landlords, but they prefer it 
because it clears their land of possible 
trouble makers and relieves them of the 
invidious necessity of rent collecting 
and the enforcement of payment. 

Now they see this freedom from 
trouble threatened by the department’s 
policy of settling small cultivators on 
the land, who the landlords declare, 
and rightly enough, too, will never 
leave once they have set foot on it. 

Will Double Cultivation. 

It is estimated that the scheme will 
about double the area of tillage in Ire- 
land so that one can see how little 
of the land was devoted to the raising 


of direct food crops. Instead of 2,800,- 
000 acres 3,500,000 will come under the 
plough or spade this year. One criti- 


lt is scarcely an exaggeration to say 
that without the narrow-gauge rail- 
way the artillery preparation, which is 
the essential preliminary. of any at- 
tack on a trench position, would be im- 
possible. 

Much has been written concerning the 
splendid services rendered by the 
motor lorries at Verdun, and they cer- 
tainly did much to save the situation. 
But on that occasion they were act- 
ing in their proper capacity as an 
emergency service. They enabled the 
French troops to resist the first Ger- 
man onrush, and so gave time to the 
military engineers to «build the nar- 
row-gauge lines which could alone be 
regarded as a satisfactory and perma- 
nent means of supply. 

The narrow gauge railway, with 
tracks 60 centimeters (two feet) apart, 
is easily and rapidly laid down. Its 
rails are riveted two by two to metal 
ties, and can be put together with a 
minimum of delay. Thanks to the nar- 
rowness of the gauge they can follow 
the most tortuous course, and hills 
have no terrors for them. They can 
negotiate safely curves of a radius of 
30 yards, and can climb a grade of 
three in 100. 

The military light railway 
relatively little in the way of em- 
‘tbankments and engineering, and the 
work of laying down the track can be 
carried out with great speed. A gang 
of 300 men, under the direction of a 
few experts, can lay a half mile a day 
ready for immediate use. The engines 
used are capable of hauling a load of 
twenty-five tons up a grade of three 
in 100. The cars consist of simple plat- 
form mounted on four wheels, built for 
a load of eight tons. 

The French staff has a carefully-pre- 
pared map of the German railways be- 
fore Verdun at the moment of the 
great offensive. It provides eloquent 
evidence of the extent to which the 
Germans avail themselves of the nar- 
row-gauge railway for the purpose of 
attacks. Behind the German trenches 
the country is covered with a network 
of lines that for their complexity and 
number can only be compared to the 
filaments of a spider’s web. Wherever 
the ground affords cover for artillery, 
there the lines are most complicated 
and close. At certain points on «the 
most advanced sections of the narrow- 
gauge line a series of sidings betrays 
the position of the heavy guns, which 
fire from trucks on the rails. 

The great advantage of the light 
railway is that practically i does not 
take up any road space. When weather 
permits, the roads are left entirely free 
for motor and horse-drawn vehicles, 
which thus become a supplement of the 
light railway. P 

German shells do not interrupt traf- 
fic on these lines, since even when by 
a lucky chance the line is damaged, it 
is a matter of no great difficulty or 
time to restore communication. 

Before this war the importance of 
the narrow-gauge railway was not 
realized. Everything for the army is, 
of courst, brought up as close as possi- 
ble to the firing line by the broad- 
gauge lines, but owing to the great 
range of modern heavy artillery, trains 
cannot hope to come up along the or- 
dinarv lines with safety and regular- 
ity. As arule, the normal railhead for 
the broad-gauge lines is from six #o 
ten miles from the front. In times of 
attack each broad-gauge railhead may 
be called upon to deal with as much 
as 2,000 tons daily of ammunition and 
material. 

Upon the return of peace, France ex- 
pects to utilize the whole magnificent 
system of light railways built up dur- 
ing the past two years for agricultural

The New Education. 


(Chariton Bates Strayer in Leslie's.) 
To take the “dead wood and slack” 
out of the elementary and secondary 
schools is the revolutionary program of 
the general education board founded 
by John D. Rockefeller. By slavery to 
traditionalism the schools have failed 
to turn out boys and girls_ properly 
equipped for life work.

The study of formal grammar, which 
has failed to teach children to speak 
and write correctly, will be greatly 
modified. A plan of mathematical train- 
ing definitely related to practical, use 
will be worked out, and. a full mathe- 
matical course will be for those only 
who have special ability. The whole 
theory of education which has for cen- 
turies prescribed certain subjects for 
“formal discipline” will be discarded: 
the subpects taught will be those alone 


of practical value, and the method of 
instruction will be scientific and mod- 
ern. Dwight R. Meigs, headmaster of 
the famous Hill school, says that this 
“practical application of a radical the- 
ory should be given a fair test despite 
the strong opposition to modernist 
views.” “An experimental school,” says 
Professor George D. Strayer, of Colum- 
bia, “is as important for the develop- 
ment of an efficient system of educa- 
tion as is the experimental station for 
the development of agriculture.”

From every angle the light high 
speed motor is the best engine for au- 


tomobiles. Not only does it give the 
motorist economy, flexibility and a 
smoothness that cannot be equalled by 
the heavy slow speed type, but it 18 
the most logical from the point of 
technique in motor construction. 

Coming after the steam engine, in- 
ternal combustion motors naturally fol- 
lowed the ‘best steam engine design. 
At the outset engineers had nothing 
from which to work except the steam 
engine. The best principles of steam 
engine design called for a Jarge bore 
and short stroke in an engine whose 
Piston speed never exceeded:a thou- 
Band feet a minute. 

[t was considered dangerous to at- 
tempt a higher speed per minute with 
a steam engine, and the first internal 
combustion engines were designed with 
@ large bore for the cylinder and a 
short stroke. Experiment and test 
Showed the weak points of such con- 
struction. 

The larger the heated surface of the 
combustion chamber, the more waste 
of heat and consequent loss of ef- 
ficiency, engineers found to be one 
drawback. Then, too, the speed was 
held down by the inertia of the recip- 
rocating part's--energy lost when the 
heavy piston was stopped at the end 
of the upward or downward stroke, 
The big heat surface of the large bore, 
short stroke motor also prevented the 
use of high compression because it 
produced pre-ignition, commonly called 
“spark knock;” was extremely hard on 
the bearings, and disagreeable to the 
motorist. ‘ 

To reduce the inertia of the recipro- 
eating parts the first experiments 
were in lightening the weight of the 
fistons and connecting rods. Later the 
theory was evolved that the speed of 
an internal combustion motor was 
limited only by the inertia of the re- 
ciprocating parts and the charging 
and scavenging of the cylinders. 

With a view to reducing the heat 
surface of the eylinder, and eliminat- 
ing all the wartste heat possible, the 
bore of the cylinder was reduced and 
the stroke lengthened. This not only 
adds power by reducing the heat logs- 
es, but it lightens the reciprocating 
Parts, thus reducing the inertia. 

These points of construction gave 
this type of motor a distinct advan- 
tage over the other types. It reduced 
the heated surface so that “spark 
knocks” were eliminated. It permit- 
ted the installation of the same sized 
power unit in a shorter space, gettin 
away from the long heavy motor an 
enabling designers to have more lati- 
tude in the exterior lines of a motor 
car, 

Having established the superiority of 
the long stroke small bored motor en- 
gineers that the overhead 
Valve gave the best results. This i's 
due to the fact that there are no 
pockets in the combustion chamber in 
this method of construction as op- 
posed to the L-head or T-head motors. 
While harder to build, this type is 
worth while and its success as a power 
producer is well recognized by makers 
of aviation motors and automobile rac- 


ing cars.

Shifting 


Straight Punch the Best; 


Is a Real Art 


(Editor's Note: This is the fifth of a. 
Series of articles written exclusively 
for the readers of The Constitution by 
Billy Weeks, middleweight champion 
of Canada, a series of boxing lessons 
for the uninitiated. Billy’s articles 
will-appear in The Constitution weekly 
and contain many helping hints. to 
those desirous of learning the manly 
sport.)

BY BILLY WEERS, 
Middleweight Champion of Canada. 
A swinging, or round blow, is the 

easiest for a boxer to avoid. It is the 
Straight punch that penetrates the de- 
fense of nine-tenths of our present-day 
ring men and.yet many boxes insist 
Ou using swings. No real clever boxer 
can advance any excusable reason for 
permitting himself to be hit with a 
full swinging blow. It requires but a 
Simple defense to guard against swings 
yet one often reads of some contest be- 
ing decided by these wild blows. I 
doubt very much that clever fellows 
like Jonny Kilbane, Jack Britton or 
that class will ever fall victims to the 
full arm swing. 

The best way to avoid a left swing 
to the head is to step inside of it let- 
ting the blow whiz harmlessly around 
your neck. To block a left swing to the 
face raise the right arm so that the 
forearm is about parallel to the body, 
taking the blow on the forearm, wrist 
or glove. To block a right’ swing fol- 
low the same method excepting you use 
the left arm as a guard. 

When you h ve acquired speed you 
can block your opponent’s swings and 
at the same time counter with straight 
punches to the face. This countering 
won't be found so difficult as the oth- 
er fellow’s swing will leave him more 
or less open. Stepping inside’ and 
countering with straight punches is the 
safest method to follow with a boxer 
whose specialty is swinging. 

Here’s a good one: When your oppo-

Shifting An Art. 

The boxer who can shift positions in 
the ring, move from one side to the 
other, is not in great danger of being 
hit by his antagonist. Shifting is an 
art that comes only after months of 
practice and long experience. Stand 
in regular sparring attitude. Slide or 
shift your body and head from one side 
to the other without changing the po- 
sition of the left foot. Do it fast. Try 
it in front of a looking-glass. Now 
you have the idea. See how much 
harder it is for your opponent to hit 
you? This shifting is on the same the- 
ory that it is more difficult to hit a 
moving target. 

The “left shift’? has been used with 
much success by the more nimble box- 
ers of note. It was with this shift that 
Bob Fitzsimmons landed his now fam- 
ous solar plexus punch on Jim Cor- 
bett. Follow me and I will tell how 
to use it. Step in with the right foot. 
This brings an entire shift of position 
with the right arm out. As you step 
in swing the right for the head, keep- 
ing your face protected with your left. 
If your opponent throws up his hands 
as a guard his body will be left open 
to attack. Here is where the shift 
comes in. Bend your right knee and 
send your left glove smashing to the 
stomach. Your left punch, coming 
from the position it will, will have the 
same force of the average right hand 
punch. 

About Infighting. 

Infighting makes up a most impor- 
tant part of modern boxing. It can be 
learned only by hard experience. The 
big trick in this close boxing is to 
study what your opponent is working 
forward to and also to be quick to take 
advantage of each little opening. Left 
and right upper cuts are probably the 
most effective blows used at infight- 
ing. Be careful to conserve your 
strength and at the same time guard 
wel) against “sneak blows” to some 
vital spot. 

In my concluding lesson next week 
I shall write about knockout blows,

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MAXWELL STOCK CAR 
MAKES NEW RECORD 


Covers 39 Miles Between 
Jacksonville and St. Au- 


gustine in 42 Minutes Over } 


Twisting Road. 


Unwinding the highest sustained 
Speed ever attained by an automobile 
On the ¢wisting and narrow road be- 
tween Jacksonville and St. Augustine, 
Fla., a stock Maxwell touring § car, 
checked away from South Jacksonville 
by a newspaper man, and with another 
newspaper representative riding in the 
driving compaitment to officially check 


‘the time elapsed, got over the 39 miles 


between the two cities in exactly 42 
minutes early last Tuesday morning. 

This gave the car an average of 5).7 
miles an hour for the run, making the 
sreatest sustained speed so far attained 


by a Maxwell and surpassing all rec- | 


ords for the Florida run regardless of 
car type or size. 

The car was driven by P. W. Gibbs. 
He made the run in the early morning 
hours, leaving Jacksonville at 2:15, 
to avoid road traffic. The Maxwell 
flashed through the old gate at the 
entrance to¢he Ancient City at 2:57, by 
official check. 

The day following Gibbs’ attainment 
a Jacksonville motor enthusiast, rep- 
resentative of a car of several times 
the Maxwell weight and horse-power 
rating, attempted to better the record. 
The ear spilled from the narrow road 
crown and upset. The driver and pas- 
sengers both escaped injury. 

The Maxwell run revealed a motor 
car speed faster than that of the two 
fastest passenger trains of the Florida 
East Coast railway, the Palm Beach 
Limited and the Overseas Limited. Each 
of the trains require an hour flat for 
the distance, and the automobile thus 
erased 18 minutes from the railroad 
schedule. 

The new record, which has astracted 
much interest in Jacksonville, for the 
reason that motor enthusiasm runs 
high in Florida in the winter season, 
betters the best previous time for the 
distance, which was 455 minutes, This 
record likewise was held by a Max- 
well, and it had withstood the siee- of 
competition for over two years. The 
Prior Maxwell rin was by a e¢ar strip- 
ped of fenders and running boards, 
however, while Gibbs carried the com- 
plete Maxwell equipment. 

The road is twisting and is difficult 

to hold at high speed, the crown being 
not more than eight feet wide in most 
Places, and, because of tha deep sand 
at each side throughout most of the 
distance, a. law exists requiring motor- 
ists to slow down to 10 miles an hour 
in passing. A dip into the sand ruts at 
even average speed is fraught with 
the danger of an upset. 
_ The attainment of the new record 
is held by M.M. Altmayer, Maxwell dis- 
tributor in Jacksonville, to be illustra- 
tive of the proper distribution of weight 
in the Maxwell, enabling the car to 
stick to the road. He holds that the 
St. Augustine highway is the most @if- 
ficult test in the countrv of a car’s 
traveling ahility. His demonstration 
was made, he declares, not with so 
much the idea of atteining a new rec- 
ord, inasmuch as the old one never had 
been beaten, as to illustrate the road 
capabilities of the model. 

The second record attainment is held 
to strikingly reveal the march of 
progress in the Maxwell through parts 
standardization, and to impress’ the 
car’s great motor endurance and good 
spring suspension. Among those fa- 
miliar with the road it is held that a 
better record for the distance never 
will be made.

The al- 
ready high cost and production are being in- 
creased by the advance in coal and dye 
costs, and the firm resistance to lower prices 
made by manufacturers is attributed to this 
Cause, a8 well as to the sold-up conditions 
for nearby delivery. Spot stocks of goods 
continue lighter than usual and jobbers who 
have tried to secure sizeable blocks of goods 
have been unable to do so, if prompt de- 
livery is demanded. A degree of hesita- 
tion in the markets is expected to continue 
as long as international conditions are un- 
settled, yet confidence is greater in merchan- 
dise than it was a week ago.

WATCHFUL WAITING 
BY STOCK TRADERS 


War Coming, Wall Street 
Believes, But Actual Decla- 
ration Would Be Hailed 
With Relief. 


New York, February 17—(Special.) 
The stock market continued almost 
solely in the hands of professional 
traders, and there was the same wait- 
ing policy adopted as in the previ- 
ous week. It is almost universally 
recognized that a war with Germany 
is inevitable, unless that nation entire- 
ly abandons its present plan of war- 
fare, and this view has become more 
definitely recognized in banking and fi- 
nancial circles than perhaps in gener- 
al business. Hence, the firm tone of 
securities during the past week, with 
scarcely any pressure to gell at any 
time, but with some good buying on 
all recessions, was taken to indicate 
that the actual declaration of wart 
would be regarded as a relief from un- 
certainty and that there would be an 
immediate rise in securities’ prices aft- 
er the declaration. 

This idea is borne out by the fact 
that the securities markets, the bank- 
ing world in general and nearly ail fi- 
nancial interests have their affairs in 
such good shape that the commence- 
ment of war would not result in any 
damage to the finances of the country 
or to the stock market. Banks are 
prepared for a certain amount of in- 
crease in borrowing or withdrawal of 
funds after such an event, just as the 
stock market is ready for a small 
amount of selling by the timid who 
had held on in hopes that war would 


be averted. 
Uncertainty Harmful. 

Therefore, about the only bad thing 
that can happen to securities and fi- 
nance excepting some totally new de- 
velopments would be a long prolonga- 
tion of uncertainty as to the outcome 
of recent events. If it should happen 
that Germany receded from its posi- 
tion and the clouds of war were again 
removed, there would undoubtedly be 
some resumption of higher prices in 
securities, while a declaration of war 
would probably be the signal for 
wholesale buying of war stocks, which 
would pull the whole market upwards. 
The continuation of uncertainty, how- 
ever, may result in weakness in secu- 
rities soon, for it takes away incen- 
tive to buy at a time when bears might 
be busy in working against prices if 
they thought that raids would do any- 
thing. It is possible, however, that 
bears are afraid to act now because of 
the fact that strong banking support 
lies back of the market at all times 
since the severance of diplomatic re- 
lations with Germany. The railroad 
and peace-industrials were a little 
stronger during the past week, with 
some exceptions, while the war stocks 
eased off as the insistent buying of 
the previous week was not continued. 

The money situation continues strong, 
with plenty of funds apparently at the 
service of borrowers, but with demand 
for loans light. Call money has held 
between 2 and 3 per cent, with time 
money a trifle firmer at some money 
centers, owing to the fact that war 
will tend to diminish available loaning 
funds later, if war comes. 

Foreign Exchange Easier. 


The general tendency of foreign ex- 
change has been easier, principally be- 
cause of the fact that trading facill- 
ties have been seriously affected by 
the recent lack of outgoing mails. The 
strength of German exchange in the 

revious week, due to various with- 

rawals of funds for German account 

and to lack of incentive to sell on the 
part of holders of bilis against Ger- 
many, was not duplicated in the past 
week, and there was little about trad- 
ing in marks to attract attention. 

The freight situation has become a 
national question, and may be the cause 
of action which will lead to the actual 
opening of a war with Germany. Be- 
cause of the tieing-up of so many 
ships in the ports and harbors of this 
country, coming on top of a congested 
condition in freight at all seaboard 
points which has prevailed for many 
months and was partially relieved by 
freight embargoes last vear, there has 
been ‘such an accumulation of freight 
at all shipping points and in railroad 
yards, that an enormous loss has al- 
ready fallen on shippers and receivers. 
Storage facilities have been” exhausted 
in nearly all ports, and choatic condi- 
tions in all other traffic has resulted. 
Many thousands of fréight cars can- 
not be unloaded, and as a result a great 
shortage in cars has resulted in the 
two weeks since this situation became 
so acute. Demands that the govern- 
ment take steps to relieve what is the 
equivalent of a blockade of the whole 
country have been made, and it is pro- 
posed to relieve it by having ships 
armed, which may be the event which 
will bring on war. 

he majority of recent reports. espe- 
cially of companies which have been 
engaged in some form of business which 
has been favored by the war condi- 
tions, have shown that 1916 incomes 
of corporations were far in excess of 
those of 1915: Among many examples 
of this are some instances where the 
past year turned out to have been three 
to four times better than the year be- 
fore in regard to earnings. One com- 
pany @arned 276 per cent in 1916, 
against less than 10 per cent the year 
before. Another, which had a deficit 
in 1916, had nearly 60 per cent on its 
stock in 1916.° The total earnings were 
not only in excess of 1915 as a whole. 
but many companies ‘which issue 
monthly or quarterly reports show that 
the latter part of 1916 was far better 
than the first part of that vear, which 
is an indication that 1917 may be even 
better. 

The recent dividend record, as in the 
case of earnings’ reports, give a basis 
for bullish enthusiasm in the securities 
markets. There has been no disposition 
as vet on the part of directors of 
corporations, to make any reductions in 
dividends because of the pending pos- 
sibilities, and in fact the tendency has 
been to continue the large extra cash 
and stock dividends of previous quar- 
ters. 

Concern About Labor. 

The labor situation has been a cause 
of some concern in the banking and 
financial world, and even though there 
nave been pledges of loyalty made by 
the heads of the big labor organiza- 
tions, there.is a definite trend seen in 
some quarters toward labor troubles if 
there should bea war. During the past 
two years labor has been able to get 
many of its demands granted, largely 
because of the prevailing prosperity 
and shortage of skilled help. In the 
event of war, while there might not 
be as much general prosperity there 
would most probably be a bigger short- 
age than now, and it is feared that 
this may be the incentive or the cause 
of strikes or threats of strikes. 

Plans for a government bond issue 
are reported to have been nearly com- 
pleted in government financial quar- 
ters. but no announcements have been 
made as to the details. It is believed 
that there will be nothing said about 
this bond issue until a definite decision 
for war is reached by the government. 
The money market has heen ready 
from the first intimation of the pro- 
posed issue was heard, to take it up, 
and many bankers in larger cities have 
already made application to houses 
handling government bonds to partici- 
pate in the subscription when they 
are offered.

Copper Advances, 


The action of certain commodities 
and the market movements of some of 
the war stocks has led to the belief 
that the United States is already plac- 
ing large contracts for war materials. 
The principal commodity so affected 
has been copper, which has moved up- 
wards rapidly during the past week 
and has sold at the highest point of 
recent years—36% cents a pound—dur- 
ing the past few days. There has been 
great demand for the metal for home 
consumption, but it has not been defi- 
nitely established that the buyers. were 
munitions makers. There has also been 
an increased demand for zinc, and 
higher prices for it, this being another 
metal most necessary for the manu- 
facture of war supplies. 

Although in no way a war metal, sil- 
ver has risen to the highest price of 
many years, The increased demand for 
silver for monetary purposes through- 
out the world, and the falling off-in 
Mexican output, owing to the internal 
disturbances in that country in recent 
years, has been the principal cause of 
urgent buying and higher prices for 
silver. It is predicted that the price 
of this metal will go above $1 an ounce 


during the next five or six months. 
The decrease in unfilled tonnage of 


the United States Steel corporation for 
January of less than 100,000 tons was 
construed in some quarters as a sign 
that the boom in ‘steel is over, as there 
would have been a big increase in un- 
filled tonnage if orders had not fallen 
off sharply, owing to the freight car 
shortage and inability of the company 
to make deliveries. In the steel trade, 
however, it is said that the present 
tendency is only temporary, and that 
after a short lull in buying, a great 
increase in demand is expected in the 
spring. This increase its expected un- 
der any circumstances, but it is be- 
lieved that there will be an immedi- 
ate large increase if this country is 
involve in war.

No definite tendency is 
to he expected in this market unti] 
more is known regarding the plans of 
the government as to exports. 

Although the holding up .of exports 
might have been considered a good 
reason for selling cotton, the market 
was strong. The bear position had been 
overdone, however, and on a little buy- 
ing, prices for cotton went up rapidly 
during the first part of the weék, 
although checked by profit-taking.

WHEAT QUOTATIONS 
AKE UPWARD SLANT 


Crop Damage Is Reported 
From Dry Weather in West 
and Southwest--Prices Un- 
changed to 11-2 Cent Up. © 


Chicago, February 17.—Many com- 
plaints that abnormally dry weather 
in the southwest and west was causing 
serious crop damage gave an upward 
slant today to quotations on wheat. 
The market closed unsettled at the 
same as yesterday’s finish to 1%c high- 
er, with May at $1.73% to $1.735% and 
July at $1.48% to $1.49. Corn wound 
up unchanged to %@tac higher; oats 
gained % to 4c, and provisions showed 
a rise of 10 to 20c. 

Notwithstanding a good deal of inde- 
cision at the outset bulls in wheat 
soon obtained an evident advantage 
from messages that flooded in, telling 
of the poor crop prospects throughout 
a large portion of the winter wheat 
belt, especially Kansas and sections of 
Missouri. High winds and dust storms 
were said to have added to the injury 
due to lack of nourishing moisture. A 
little enlargement of the number of 
railway cars available for shippers 
here tended also to stimulate bullish 


sentiment and so, too, did notice of a 
decline in rates for ocean insurance. 
Furthermore, there were predictions 
of a fair-sized decrease in the United 
States visible supply total on ‘Monday. 
Disappointment over the absence of 
any new export buying led to some re- 
action in wheat prices as the day ap- 
proached an end. New crop months, 
howeyer, maintained a relatively firm 
tone. 

Some inquiry from the seaboard 
made the corn market harden a trifle. 
Previously the feeling was bearish, 
owing to prospects of enlarged arrivals. 
Oats reflected the changes in corn 
values. Trade was so 
market was easily influenced.

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WORKING OUR WATER. 

In the magazine section of this issue is 
an Hl. M. Atkinson, chairman of 
he board of directors of the Georgia Rail- 
Power company, setting forth, in 
facts and figures, what his company alone 
has done in the way of water power devel- 
opment in north Georgia. 

The article is significant, not so much in 
that it records the progress this great cor- 
poration in the utilization of 
water for power purposes as in its sugges- 
tiveness of the possibilities of. the puissant 
unharnessed mountain water courses of the 
Piedmont section of the southeast. Its chief 
significance, lies in that it gives 
facts which portend far greater things to be 
realized in the future. 

Only recently The Constitution, com- 
menting the growing substitution of 
electric energy—-produced from water power 

for steam motive power by railroad cor- 
porations in the Rocky and Cascade moun- 
tain sections of the northwest, called atten- 
tion to the unutilized power possibilities in 
the streams of the Blue Ridge foothills sec- 
tion of Georgia, Alabama and South Caro- 
lina, and predicted that in the years to come 
the dynamic energy of these streams will be 
applied, not for the driving of the 
wheels of manufacture, but the transporta- 
tion of freight and passengers on the south- 
eastern railroads in place of steam. 

The success of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company’s development of the falls 
at Tallulah and elsewhere only adds plausi- 
bility to that prediction. In fact, what has 
already been done—and, to use a stock ex- 
pression, “the surface has only been scratch- 
ed’’-—makes safe the assertion that the elec- 
trification of the railroads in the Piedmont 
section of the southeast, and within feasible 
reach of the foothills power sites, is coming 
as certainly as another day is coming.

Atlanta today has many things in 
her favor. Her next great impulse of 
growth will undoubtedly come from the 
wonderful natural advantage of this un- 
limited water power already developed 
and to be developed. in addition to gen- 
eral use for manulacturing, Atlanta will 
in time be the common center of a num- 
her of electric railroads, some of them 
newly constructed and some of them the 
existing steam rallroads which will be 
driven by economic laws to adopt elec- 
tric locomotion. 

Thus Atlanta has one more real cause 
for self-congratulation eoncerninge her 
future industrial development. 

And what Mr. Atkinson says of Atlanta 
applies with equal force to every community 
center of the district, except that Atlanta is 
extraordinarily fortunate in being situated 
geographically almost in the very heart of 
the territory having such radiant prospects 
for brilliant development along all lines in- 
cidental to that of water power.

who is an ex-union soldier, and republican

The genius of the man again was mani- 
fested when, sensing the possibilities of the 
timber resources of south Georgia swamps, 
always before his day looked upon as worth- 
less and inaccessible, he managed to get 
Capital interested, and, under his guiding 
hand, the cypress lumber production of the 
state became one of its great industries, 

What he did for the fruit—especially the 
apple—industry in north Georgia is known 
to every man at all conversant with the 
state’s development. 

A lake in the southern part of the state 
covered acres of fertile soil. Generation 
after generation of men had found no means 
of drainage. Fort found one. He studied 
the geological formation of the country, ap- 
plied the knowledge he had gained by his 
artesian well operations, and reasoned that 
probably the lake could be drained—as no 
man ever had drained a lake before—from 
beneath. So he explored his theory, bored 
a hole straight downward in the center of 
the lake: and the waters ran out, leaving 
the bed ready for the plow. 

“The inhabitants of the pond were left 
on the muddy bottom,” he writes to Mr. 
Newell, “among whom was a large alligator. 
A strange and wonderful sight to behold!” 

And thus he spent his useful, construct- 
ive, busy life; doing original—often daring 
—things, all for the good of mankind and 
the development of his country. 

It is exceedingly gratifying, too, that, 
unlike most men whose names illuminate 
the pages of our history, Fort lived to see 
his good works, or many of them, fructify. 
He was honored in life, and was appreciated 
for what he had done; but with the passing 
of time that appreciation of him and his 
life work will grow, and the future genera- 
tions will honor and revere his name, it is 
safe to predict, more pronouncedly, even, 
than do we who were contemporaneous with 
him. 

As time goes on undoubtedly the real 
greatness, the constructive genius of Fort 
will become even more generally recognized 
than it is today. The value of his great 
service to the community will become more 
apparent in the future than it has in the 
past; and he, in the sphere of practical 
scientific achievement and egricultural and 
industrial development, will be given rank 
in history along with Sidney Lanier, in 
poetry; Alexander H. Stephens, in politics, 
and Le Conte in science.

A copy of a by-gone newspaper of Atlanta, 
‘The Atlanta Commercial Bulletin,’ has been 
handed me by A. C. Bruce, a pioneer citizen 
of Atlanta and one of the city’s noted archi- 
tects. The paper is dated March 30, 1866, 
and was published by J. J. Toon. 

It contains four pages of six columns each 
and was printed by the Franklin Printing 
company, with offices on Alabama, near 
Whitehall street. Local and foreign news, 
editorials, humor and poetry were published 
indiscriminately on every page. There was 
no telegraph news. 

I found one striking local item which stat- 
ed that “quick time” had been made in the 
shipment of a box of drygoods to R. J. Low- 
ry & Co., the box having been transmitted 
from New York to Atlanta “only eight 
days.”’ 

There is a plea for a city clock. 
rights bill, which was vetoed by President 
Andrew Johnson, was printed on the first 
page in full. A poem on Spring was given a 
prominent place.

SOME FAMOUS OLD HOTELS 
BUILT IN THE PIONEER DAYS. 

One of the most famous of the old hotels 
in Atlanta was the “National Hotel,” which 
was located on Peachtree street at the inter- 
section of the railroads, before the Whitehall 
street Viaduct was built. In this hotel many 
noted political gatherings were held. 

The ‘“‘Atlanta, Hotel” was the first 
built in Atlanta and was owned by Dr. Jo- 
seph Thompson. It was a two-story build- 
ing located on the present site of the New 
Kimball 

The second hotel was a log-wood and brick 
building which was built by James Loyd at 
the intersection of Central avenue, then Loyd 
stPeet, and the railroads. 

Allen E. Johnson built the third hotel on 
the side of Whitehall street between Mitch- 
ell and Hunter streets. It was called the 
“Johnson House.” 

Then followed the “Fulton House,” built 
by Allen E. Johnson, on .the southeast corner 
of Alabama and Pryor streets; the “City Ho- 
tel,” built by John Kile on the southeast 
corner of Loyd and Decatur streets; the ho- 
tel built by Ed W. Holland, on the corner of 
Whitehall and Alabama streets, which was 
burned in 1864; the “Trout Heuse,” built by 
J. F. Trout on the northeast corner of De- 
catur and Pryor streets, which was burned 
by the federal army; the ‘“‘National Hotel,” 
built by a Mrs. Dougherty in 1857, which 
was burned by the ftederais and rebuilt in 
1866; the “Planters Hotel,” by Jacob RKoken- 
baugh in 1858 on the southwest corner of 
Alabama and Pryor streets, where the Tem- 
ple Court now stands, and it was also known 
after the war as the “United States Hotel,” 
and the “Wilson House.”

FREE SCHOOLS WERE OPPOSED 
WHEN MOVEMENT WAS STARTED. 

Atlanta has a tine system of public schools 
today, but there are perhaps only a_ few 
who know the beginning of the free schools 
of the city. 

Up to 1852 there had never been a move- 
ment for free schools in Atlanta, and strange 
to say, when the movement was started 
there was strong opposition. Edward W. 
Holland started the movement and donated 
a house and lot for a public school, and the 
citv council accepted it. This first of the 
citv’s public schools was located near the 
corner of Garnett and Forsyth streets. 

A mass meeting was held on October 6, 
1852, in the city hall, over which William 
Markham presided and of which J. S. Preston 
was secretary. At a later meetine the ma- 
pority was against public schools, but a col- 
lege for the education of girls in the higher 
branches was established. This school was 
on the corner of Ellis and Courtland streets, 
and J. R. Mayson was the principal. The 
money for this, school was raised by private 
aubseriptions, the amount - necessary being 
$15,000, council having refused to give $4,000 
asked. 

The present system of public schools was 
established in 1869 mainly through the ef- 
forts of Dr. S. H. Stout and Dr. D. Cc. O'Keefe. 


WHAT A VERY PROGRESSIVE MAYOR

mayor than Mayor John F. Mims, who ad- 
ministered the city’s affairs in 1853.

THE GOVERNOR OF GEORGIA 
ONCE APPEALED FOR SMALL LOANS, 

There was one time in the history of 
Georgia when the governor appealed direct- 
ly to the people to lend the state money in 
any amounts for any length of time and at 
7 per cent interest. 

It was in 1866 and the appeal was made 
by Governor Charles J. Jenkins. It was be- 
cause the people were suffering for the lack 
of food after the federal army had marched 
to the sea. To the people Governor Jen- 
kins said: 

“Our people are suffering for food 
cause their country has been overrun by 
army of the north. The legislature has 
appropriated the money, but it is not in the 
treasury. I have been authorized to borrow, 
but it will take time to prepare the neces- 
sary bonds and mortgages. We want the 
money at once. So I appeal to the people who 
can do so to lend the money to the state for 
any length of time, from 30 days to 30 years, 
and we will pay seven per cent interest. Do 
this and you will do well, 4nd the suffering 
people will do better.” 

Many private loans were made under this 
appeal.

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Smithsonian Institution 
Gets the First Linotype 
Machine as an Exhibit 


The first machine from which linotype 
bars or slugs were cast has lately been de- 
posited in the division of graphic arts of the 
United States National museum, and is lo- 


cated in the Smithsonian building. This 
particular idea, the invention of Mergen- 
thaler, revolutionized printing: it was the 
first machine to cast a complete jine of type 
ready to print from. Previous to the adop- 
tion of the improved machine, now used 
so extensively, many men were needed in the 
composing rooms, for, on a modern example 
of this remarkable machine, a competent 
operator can set four times as much copy 
as by hand. Composition and distribution 
by hand are both tedious and expensive, 
thus the new machine saved the printers 
both time and money. 

Every big-town daily 
country employs from 1. to 35 of these ma- 
chines, and every daily uses one or two, 
go that there must be about 24,000 used in 
the daily newspaper offices in the United 
States and Canada alone. lt was estimated 
in 1898 that there were no more than 6,000 
machines in existence. This shows the pres- 
ent increased number used in the daily news- 
paper offices, but it does not show the whole 
demand. If the 24,868 publication houses 
listed in the current newspaper annual tor 
the United States and Canada,: each uses 
no more than five machines, the total would 
he over 120,000, twenty times as many as ex- 
isted only eighteen years ago. 

There are three machines exhibited in the 
Smithsonian balls, which are closely related 
to the development of this contribution to the 
art of printing. Two of them are early 
models, which indented strips of papier ma- 
che (matrices) from which stereotype casts 
were made. Some of these earlier machines 
consisted of a cvlinder which held the type 
faces and the mechanism to bring it ‘nto po- 
sition to indent the paper. All of which was 
controlled by the pressing ofakey. This style, 
called a rotary impression machine, was 
built - the late Ottmar Mergen- 
thaler in under the auspices of Mr. 
J. ©. Clephane, who later organized the Na- 
tional Typographic company. The second, 
called a stereotyperl, worked well, but the 
casting of the slugs was found to be unsat- 
factory, and My. Mergenthaler undertook the 
‘nvention of one machine to do all the work. 

The Experimental Machine. 
He started work with Mr. L. G. Hine, 
earlv in 1883, making @ Small experimental 
machine, whieh printed but twelve letters at 
a time. but demonstrated the fact that a 
full-sized machine builf on this principle 
would be an enormous step in advance. This 
was accomplished when the large machine 
was built—the third of the series exhibited 
in the Smithsonian building—which wag the 
first machine from which linotype bars, or 
slugs, were cast. On the printing face the 
eharacters formed a*complete and solid line 
similar to a line of individual type 
together, and they were readv for

The National Geographic society, with 

headquarters in Washington City, recently 
made an economic summary of the geography 
of the great munitions trade of the European 
war. Never before, in the history of the 
world has there been such an unprecedent- 
ed demand for materials of every kind 
Europe is compelled to employ in this great, 
struggle. Discussing the vastness 
consumption, the society, in a 
today, considers it from 
three viewpoints: the cost of equipping a 
single soldier, the cost of a single battie, 
and the immense quantities of material re- 
quired to maintain armies in the field. The 
society’s bulletin says: ; 
“When it is remembered that there are 
today under arms more than twenty-four 
million soldiers, in the European war, the 
immensity of the task of Keeping these men 
in the field, and keeping them ‘supplied 
with the munitions with which they wage 
war will appear. It has been estimated that 
it costs approximately $100 to outfit a sol- 
dier. Of this $25 goes for his gun and $35 
for his 1.000 rounds of cartridges. The av- 
erage life of a uniform under modern serv- 
ice conditions is very short; that of the or- 
dinary rifle is six months. In all of the 
history of war there has never been such 
a rapid exhaustion of all of the materiais 
with which it is made. 
“An idea can be gained of the immensity 
of the outlay required in the prosecution of 
a great battle by reference to some of the 
figures from Verdun. A 75-centimeter gun 
ean fire about 400 projectiles a day. Each 
of these projectiles costs approximately $f. 
Counting this and the depreciation of the 
gun, which is particularly rapid, the daily 
outlay for its operation amounts to $2,790. 
It is estimated that the 120 75-centimeter 
cannon in an army corps, fired all day, cost 
in munitions and depreciation $320,000. in 
addition to this, each army corps has about 
40 pietes of heavy artillery. Explosives and 
depreciation for a single day’s work for them 
totals $500,000, making the total artillery ex- 
pense of an army corps $820,000 a day. 


Huge Cost ‘of Fighting. 

“The fighting of one hundred days around 
Verdun cost an amount which is represented 
by a column of. gold one yard square and 
312 feet high, or approximately as high as the 
statue of Liberty on the capitol dome at 
Washington. 

“If the outlay in gun metal and powder 
is heavy, it is no more so than the outlay 
for materials demanded by the present ne- 
cessities of trench warfare. An officer 
who has studied this phase of the present 
war carefully, says that to put a trench in 
a state fit for occupation in winter requires 
a million and a quarter running feet of three 
by three timber, thirty-six thousand running 
feet of corrugated iron, six and a quarter 
million sand bags weighing one thousand 
tons, and twenty-four thousand standards 
and pickets, to the mile. In addition to this, 
nine hundred miles of barbed wire has to 
be used, weighing 110 tons. When one 
stops to recall the hundreds of miles of 
trenches which stretch across Europe in dif- 
ferent directions, and how often sections of 
these trenches have to be rebuilt, he can 
gain some idea of the tremendous amount 
of material required in their outfitting. 

“Another picture of the vastness of the 
munitioning trade and the immensity of the 
task of keeping the armies in the field and in 
fighting condition may be had from the 
statement that there are now more than 
four thousand controlled munition plants in 
Great Britain alone. Of hese nineteen out of 
twenty never produced war materials before 
the war out. They cemplov nearly 
three million men and nearly three-quarters 
of a million women. The vastness of the in- 
dustry in England is not out of proportion 
to that of France. Although Germany holds 
75 per cent of France's coal and some 80 per- 
cent of her iron, France has been able, by 
the opening up of new furnaces, and by im- 
mense importations of ore and pig metal 
largely to overcome this handicap.

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Growth of Munition Trade. 

“While it is very difficult to present au- 
thentic figures upon the proportions of the 
munitions used by the allies furnished by the 
United States, the figures of the department 
of commerce do show something of the 
growth of the munition trade. Authorities 
widely disagree as to the percentage of 
America’s contribution to munitions. One 
authority puts it as low as 2 per cent, while 
another says that it does not exceed 5 per 
cent. Whatever the percentage may be, the 
figures of the department of commerce show 
that during the first eight months of 1914, 
our exports of horses, meles, brass and man- 
ufactures of brass, autos, copper and manu- 
factures of copper, explosives, india rubber 
products, iron and steel manufactures, lead, 
leather and manufactures of leather, nickel. 
mineral oils, sugar, surgical apparatus, tin. 
zinc and manufactures of zine amounted tu 
$433.000,000. During the first eight months 
of 1916, our exports of those same materials 
amounted to $1,986,000,000. 

From these figures it\would appear that 
our contribution to the munitions trade of 
Wurope during the year 1916\ would approxi- 
mate more than $2,000,000, 080. Our expor- 
tation of explosives alone for the calendar 
year will reach upward of $700,000,000. Dur- 
ing the first nine months of 1918 American 
exports to the allied nations amounted ta 
three billion and a quarter dollars as against 
three-quarters of a billion dollars for all 
of the other nations of the earth, belliger- 
ent and neutral alike. 

“The labor demands of 
dustry in the United States 
precedented heights. tecently one big man- 
ufacturer of munitions requested the United 
States. army authorities to give him the 
names of the rejected recruits between the 
ages of 21 and 30, these men being offered 
a wage of from $3.50 to $5 a day, with lodg- 
ing at 50 cents a week.” 
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There was no automatic justification, or 
spacing to make the line-the exact length re- 
quired, but it was left to the operator who 
struck the space key and filled in with thick 
or thin spaces on the tapering matrix bars. 
The line of matrix bars was then clamped to- 
gether, a mold was interposed between the 
matrices and a pot of molten metal, which 
moved up to the slot in the mold, and the 
linotype bar was cast. The line was then 
unclamped, the matrices automatically raiseg 
to their noram] positions, and similar opera- 
tions for casting the next line were per- 
formed. 
Initial Test of Linotype. 

Describing the initial test of this linotype 
machine, July 1884, in the “Biography of Ott- 
mar Mergenthaler and the History of the 
Linotype, the author explains that the Spec- 
tators xzathered at the shop on Bank Lane 
in Baltimore, Md., before the inventor wag 
ready, and had to wait until he made some 
adjustments. ‘Finally everything seemed to 
be ready. . . . Mr. Mergenthaler called for 
the steam power to be attached; he composed 
a line, removed the stopper from the metal 
pump, and touched the line key. Smoothly 
and silently the matrices slid into their 
places, were clamped and aligned, the pump 
discharged its contents, a finished linotype, 
shining like silver, dropped from the machine 
and the matrices returned again to their 
normal positions. Al] this was the work of 

15 seconds.” 
machine was never used commer- 
cially, but it cast a number. of slugs, and 
articles were set up by this machine from 
which prints were taken. \\ hen it was com- 
pleted the National Topographic company 
had high hopes that it would be a practical 
machine, but a number of defects developed 
and it proved too slow. rhe scheme was 
finally abandoned in favor of a single matrix 
that is, a short bar with one character 
stamped wpon it, such as is used today—in- 
stead ofs@ long bar with the whole alphabet. 
The application for the patent on this ma- 
chine was filed August 35", 1884, but was not 
granted until March 3, 1559.

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PORTO RICO MOLASSES 
N GOOD DEMAND 


McCord-Stewart Co. Has Al- 
ready Received Third Car- 
load Since January 1. 


Porto Rico molasses are growing in 
great demand these days, according to 
officials of the McCord-Stewart Co.., 
the wholesale grocers, who have already 
received and distributed their third 
carload since the first of the year. 
This is much larger than usual. and 
is doubtless caused by the short. crop 
of south Georgia ribbon cane, as well 
as north Georgia sorghum. 

Just what has brought about the 
short crop of Georgia's favorite syrup 
is problematical. In some cases not 
so much was planted, at others weath- 
er conditions have affected the crop, 
either too much or too little water. 
But at any rate, there is a noticeable 
scarcity of south Georgia ribbon cane, 
and prices have a@vanced considerable. 
In north Georgia, where sorghum is 
the popular sweet, the scarcity is so 
great that in many places the citi- 
zens are paying from 80 to 90 cents 
ner gallon for it,- whereas in former 
days 40 to 50 cents was about the price. 
There has been but little advance in 
Porto Rico molasses, and the fact 
that many carloads of it is being ship- 
ped here is an indication of the popu- 
larity it is attaining. 

Canned vegetables are another com- 
medity that is growing in steady de- 
mand in this territory. The MeCord- 
Stewart Co. report that its business in 
these lines have increased greatly in 
the past few weeks, due, of course, to 
the big freeze and other bad weather 
conditions which recently brought 
havoc to Florida vegetable growers.

An offer to turn his seven mills to 
the manufacture of uniforms for sol- 
diers, in event of need, without profit, 
and even to the sacrifice of his regular 
business, has been made by Hamilton 
Carhartt, Sr., president and founder of 
the Hamilton Carhartt. Cotton Mills, 
manufacturers of working clothing. Mr. 
Carhartt placed his plants at the dis- 
posal of the government in a telegram 
to the secretary of war. 

The Detroit mill alone has a capacity 
of 10,000 complete uniforms weekly. 
“Mr. Carhartt feels somewhat lika 
other large men of affairs that it would 
be his duty to operate his plants with- 
out a penny of profit for one year or 
ten,” said E. R. Partridge, manager of 
the Atlanta plant. “Mr. Carhartt has 


been spending the last ten days at the 
Detroit mill, and although no reply, 
accepting our proposition has been re- 
ceived from Mr. Baker, still it is felt 
that our concern would be one of the 
first called on in a crisis. 

“Possibly no other concern in the 
United States today is as well equipped 
to manufacture uniforms as the Hamil- 
ton Carhartt Cotton Mills in Detroit, 
Atlanta, Dallas and San Francisco, and 
our South Carolina cotton mills at Car- 
hartt and Rock Hill would produce 
khaki piece goods if necessary. 

“It would not necessarily mean that 
we would discontinue the manufac- 
ture of working clothing altogether, 
but Mr. Carhartt would make the sac- 
rifice to furnish the army with uni- 
ofrms, if needed.”

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Education of Mothers 


Our country has placed upon us, as mothers, a great responsibility when 
it asks us to supply worthy, efficient citizens for the next generation. We 
have the care and culture of the future citizens from the minute they enter 
this world until they leave college. Are we making a success of our work 
of training efficient citizens for our nation, you and I? If we judge by the 
300,000 infants lost every year, or by the number of defective and delinquent 
juveniles that pass through private and public eleemosynary institutions 
every year, we must certainly say that we fall far short of perfection. “And 
why do we fail?” The reason is that you and I are inefficient as mothers. 
And we are inefficient because we have not been trained for our work. If 
Home Economics has one message of more importance than any other, it is 
the one that relates to education for motherhood. 

To educate girls in the details of home economics is a good and very 
needed thing. But let us educate our adult women also. You and I need it. 
Our daughters will never be efficiently trained for the motherhood of any 
nation until they are trained by the mothers of that nation. The mothers of 
an efficient generation must be trained in the sciences upon which the art 
of motherhood rests—physiology, personal hygiene, preventive medicine, bac- 
teriology, psychology, chemistry, dietetics, food values, sanitation, clothing, 
housing and the art of home-making. 

The education of mothers is a national problem, and our country is trying 
to meet it. The extension service under the Smith-Lever act has done much 
in giving instruction. A very small proportion of this money has been spent 
in educating women, because women have not shown themselves in a re- 
ceptive attitude. 

The Smith-Lever act is the outgrowth of a movement to improve the 
economic condition of, our agricultural people, and a fundamental fact is that 
it recognizes in a new way and more broadly than any previous legislation 
along similar lines, that the family is the basic unit of success in agricul- 
ture and country life, and that all members of the farm family should receive 
the benefits of this act.

a! se recent letter to our president, Mrs. Black, Mr. Odum says: ‘The 
thitd week of July during our summer school is devoted to a conference on 
rural life and education. We would be glad to have your suggestions with 
reference to this week, and certainly we shall hope to havé you address our 
more than 1,000 teachers who are to be present. If you prefer, we could 
call it ‘Woman's Club Evening.’ 


Mrs. Black promptly replied to this letter. accepting the compliment in 


the name of the clubs, and ‘sbe will assist Mr. Odum in making a success of | 


this evening. 
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Thomasville. 

Our club was organized as a literary 
club first of all, and therefore we have 
tried to improve our minds rather than 
our finances. But “money makes the 
mare go,’ s0 we have decided that ours 
must trot if she is to keep up in the 
race. 

The study class has taken the libra- 
ry under her wing, so every year we 
have a campaign to renew subscrip- 
tions and to get new ones. One year 
the Campfire Girls conducted this, and 
the girl collecting the largest sum of 
money was given a prize of five dol- 
lars. This work was a great success, 
and while not adding to our treasury, 
added to our renown. 

Last Christmas the sale of Red Cross 
seals was in the form of a contest be- 
tween the two sixth grades of the 
public schools. About one hundred and 
thirty dollars worth of seals was sold, 
60 per cent of which was retained by 
us for local tuberculosis patients. 

Once the club conducted a tea-room 
for a whole week and sold tea, sand- 
wiches, candy, flowers and cake. 

At another time there was an exhibit 
of curios and treasures owned by peo- 
ple of our town. These were lent for 
the occasion, and while tio entrance 
fee was charged, there were donations 
amounting to one hundred and sixty- 
five dollars. 

Several times we had just some one 
thing to take in a little money. Once 
we received part of the money for a 
concert. At another time a rather re- 
markable picture was shown at the 
library, and all were charged ten cents 
apiece to see it. One of the dry goods 
stores wave us 10 per cent of the sales 
for a day, the ladies acting as clerks. 

But the greatest time for filling our 
treasury is when ¢he Thomas County 
fair is in full blast. Then we pitch our 
tents in Paradise park and feed the 
crowd on food fit for the gods. We 
sell coffee, oysters, sandwiches, soda 
water, ice cream, fruit, cigars, candy, 
cake and peanuts. People are giad to 
get their dinner from us because the 
feod is prepared by some of Thomas- 
ville’s finest housekeepers. 

With this money we have furnished 
our club room and have bought some 
china and a grand piano. 

We now have a bank account of small 
amount, and “who steals our purse,” 
steals more than trash.

A committee gathered, from club 
members and others who would give, 
old hats and trimmings that had seen 
their best days. Invitations to the 
“millinery opening,’ which was to be 
held in a private home, were sent the 
young ladies and young men of the 
town. To the men, who made their 
own selections, were sold the hats, also 
trimmings for same. Needle, thread 
and thimble were furnished, and the 
purchaser wae required to trim the hat. 
What the finished results looked like 
may be left to the imagination. Re- 
freshments of cake and cream were 
served; and, aside from the nice little 
sum of money realized, the affair was 
A big success, if one could judge by 
the fun and merriment which attended 
the “hat trimming party.” 

Another plan which was productive 
of good results was a lawn fete held 
on the courthouse “ae. To that 
every one, big and little, was invited. 
Again cream and cake were served 
and the net results were all that could 
be expected. 

A “colonial tea,’’ one where the club 
members entertaining were in colonial 
costume, was held on the anniversary 
of George Washington’s birth, and the 
third time our hearts were made glad, 
for again we realized a neat sum of 
money with which to help in elub 
work. 

We may not be the only woman's 
club, but we are certainly one that can 
boast of having the young men on our 
side. Proof as follows: They organ- 
ized, arnong themselves, a most credit- 
able minstrel show, which was held in 
the opera house here, and the proceeds 
were turned over to us for club use.

Following are some of the. ways in 
which the club women of Pelham have 
raised money to carry on the work 
which they have undertaken to do: 
They have had oyster suppers, ice 
eream festivals, silver teas, Georgia 
products dinners, and bazars, all of 
which were expensive to the members 
in both money and energy, but which 
served the purpose of getting some 
cash into the treasury. 

They have had benefit entertain- 
mente, and the local talent entertain- 
ments, in which a great many children 
were used, have always been the most 
successful, the only objection being 
that parents obiect to havirig the chil- 
dren in plays during school time. The 
picture show management has been 
especially kind to the elub women and 
given several benefit shows, giving the 
clubs half the proceeds. Of course the 
club ‘women help to advertise the show 
and sell the tickets, but the picture 
show entertainment is the easiest way 
we've tried to make money, since a few 
women can do the work and there is 
very little expense attached. 

Last fall we had a big circus in 
town, and each member of the City 
Federation was asked for two cups of 
sugar. \ half dozen little girls col- 
lected the sugar, and another half 
dozen larger bovs and girls took de- 
light in making divinity fudge. One of 
the club women fixed an attractive 
booth on her lawn by the sidewalk 
leading to the circus grounds and two 
girls sold the candy to the passersby. 
Rv 3 o'clock all the candy was sold and 
the federation had a neat sum to addd 
to its bank account. Next time they 
wil] sell sandwiches and candy. 

The clubs have interested themselves 
principally with educational and civic 
improvement ‘work. Three pianos have 
been bought, one each for the public 


school, the opera house and the club 
rooms; the club rooms have been fur- 
nished, public grounds improved, ete.

Playgrounds Shown in Savannah 


By MONTAGUE GAMMON. 
(Director of Savannah Pliny Grounds.) 


Within the last half century america) riety of ways. 
haa learned that it is worth while to, ing 


have the education of chiidren placed 
in the hands of the state. Our vast 
system of public schools 1s the 
growth of this feeling, and has 
results justified our faith. 

in like manner, we are now facing 
the problem of vublic recreation. Is 
it a function of our municipal, county 
and state governments to gg places 
and opportunities for public recreation: 
In at least one of its phases, that of 
the public park, with its grass and 
trees, this need has been recognized and 
met. The demand for a more active 
form of recreation is more recent, but 
is meeting a rapidly increasing num- 
ber of affirmative answers. 

All of America has in previous times 
had its sentiment toward pleasure and 
recreation tinged with the attitude of 
the Puritan fathers. We are escaping, 
however, from the feeling tiat pleasure 
is wicked, the doctrine of original sin 
and innate wickedness. We are begin- 
ning to learn that the natural, whole- 
some activities are worthy, that joy. is 
desirable, and that mortification of the 
flesh is not necessary for redemption. 

Modern science is teaching us that 
health of the body benefits mentality 
and gives us greater moral strength. 

We are coming to know that child- 
hood is a distinct period in the evolu- 
tion of the adult with essentially differ- 
ent characteristics and interests. We 
have no right to assume complete con- 
trol over the period of childhood and 
adolescence, and convert these neces- 
sary stages in the development of the 
individual into a preparation for adult 
life. The best and most normal man or 
woman can come to thar condition only 
through having lived out tne natural 
stages of childhood. 

Civilization has .overdrawn her ace 
count with childhood. Witness that sad 
sacrifice of children in the era of de- 
velopment of English cotton factories. 
Many of our school systems even today 
are little better than the industrial in- 
stitutions responsible for that inhu- 
manity which we call “child labor.” We 
may put in this class all school sys- 
tems which, neglecting the nature of 
childhood, its interest and instincts, im- 
pose an adult-made course of study and 
activities. We must write a new bill 
of rights—-one for the children, declar- 
ing their inalienable right to life, with 
the opportunity to get fresh air, sun- 
shine, pure food and pure water; to lib- 
erty, to run and play as long as they 
like while they grow as fast as they can 
in nature’s effort to make them strong 
and robust; to the pursuit of happiness, 
where they can play without interfer- 
ence. gWe must restore that birthright 
of the child, an opportunity to play, for 
play is nature’s method of developing 
the child. Man is not yet so wise that 
he may improve upon nature. The su- 
preme concern of civilization is in her 
children. If we are to live in conformi- 
ty with the universal law of life, prog- 
ress; if we are to conform to the laws 
of evolution, so that @ach generation 
may be better than the previous one, 
we must devote every effort to oho we 
ing a wholesome environment for the 
children. 

Importance of Play ‘lime. 

It is not sufficient even it our schools 
and homes are what they should be. 
Play time in the life of every child is 
a large part of his time, and usually it 
is spent under influences that tend to 
break down the good resuits sought in 
the home and the school. The street 
time dnd alley time of the child is or- 
dinarily spent in an injurious way with 
degrading companions. The natural 
leader of the gang is the worst and 
most daring boy. Many of our £ome 
mercialized forms of recreation, the 
moving picture show and the cheap 
vaudeville, are vicious and morbid. 

It is comparatively easy to substi- 
tute natural and wholesome sports of 
a vigorous type, conducted under the 
supervision of responsible adults, for 
the injurious forms of amusement. 

It is difficult for the individual fam. 
ily to provide ideal conditions for recre- 
ation. The community, however, when 
it determines upon a policy of abun- 
dant life for every individual, a policy 
of increasing happiness and  foy, 
through its municipal government, may 
co-operate so successfully that places, 
implements and leaders may be provid- 
ed for recreation. 

If the city through its growth has 
absorbed all of the open spaces and has 
left only dirty streets, teeming with 
traffic, should it not set apart certain 
places as play grounds for its children? 
Should it not provide certain imple- 
ments that will induce the children to 
indulge in these natural and wholesome 
forms of activity that are necessary to 
keep them well and to develop an in- 
creasing power in their bodics? Should 
it not provide responsible leaders to 
see that there is no bullying, no fight- 
ing, no smoking, no swearing? Is it 
not better that these leaders go yet fur- 
ther, and through an expert knowledge 
of the best forms of games and plays, 
utilize these as instruments in an edu- 
cational pufpose? 

Three hundred forty-two american 
cities have determined upon this policy 
and are successfully using it. No city 
which has started a system of super- 
vised playgrounds has @ver abandoned 
the plan. 

An exact measure of the success of 
these playgrounds may be had only in 
attendance.

Many 
of the boys have been addicted fo this 
habit as a usual accompaniment of 
their sports. <An instance will serve 
to show how a beginning was made in 
curing one youngster of «his habit. He 
failed to respond to repeated correc- 
tions, and was finally banished from 
the playground for a week. On the 
third day of his penance, his team was 
playing another playground in a cham- 
Pionship contest. He came to the lead- 
er and promised to “be good” ever after 
if allowed to return and play. He was 
welcomed and has lived up ¢o his 
promise. 

4. A special effort has been made to 
teach regard for property rights, par- 
ticularly public property. There are 
some evidence that the instruction is 
bearing fruit. 

. Bullying and = fighting are 
practiced on the playgrounds. 

6. Positive teaching of morality is 
most é@ffective. We are rye to keep 
the children so busy and happy doing 
the right things that there is no time 
nor opportunity for evil. 


Mental Resultg. 


7. The ideal of the playground is a 

positive one. The movement consti- 
tutes an effort to extend the educa- 
tional influence of the home and the 
school to play time. Evil tendencies 
and bad habits tend to prevail with- 
out adult supervision. We are sim- 
Ply enlarging the sphere of a bene- 
ficial environment. 
_ Intense interests, the source of ef- 
fort in all successful lives, are being 
aroused and developed. Alertness, cour- 
age, perseverance and self-cofitrol are 
developed in the gamés. Habits of en- 
ergy, happiness and optimism aré ini- 
tiated and made a part of character. 

In the aggregate, the playgrounds 
have brought many hours of happiness 
to the children. hey are substituting 
habits of activity for those of inac- 
tion, energy for idleness, joy for dreari- 
ness. They are a boon to overworked 
mothers, relieving them of nervous 
strain and worry, offering time and op- 
portunity for recreation and rest.

Atlanta Alumnae 
Of Salem College. 


Among the colleges in the south de- 
voted to the education of women, none 
is more widely known and loved than 
Salem college, located at Winston-Sa- 
lem, in the heart of western North Car- 
Olina. This college is fostered by the 
Moravians of that city, who for more 
than a century and a quarter have heen 
untiring in their efforts to perfect this 
institution for the highest development 
of womanhood. 

Salem numbers many distinguished 
women among her alumnae, one of 
whom was Mrs. ‘Stonewall’ Jackson. 
In the vear 1848 Mary Anna Morrison 
was brought to Salem wy her father, 
where she completed th® course of 
studies offered by the institution.

OW to get thinner is the prob- 
lem of the day. Six womeu 
out of every ten, it is said, are 

anxious to get rid of an overplus of 
fat. The remaining four are in dread 
of acquiring it. 

The over-plump ones resort to all 
kinds of expedients, some of which 
are very injurious to their health. 
Weird systems of exercise are tried, 
nearly always without any satistac- 
tory result, and “diets,” too, which in 
many instances” are nonsensical. 
Some go without half their meals, 
end, thereby becoming hungry, stuff 
themselves when they do eat. Others 
pursue systems of semi-starvation 
that outrage nature. They suffer 
much from this self-imposed torture, 
and the fat, like the cat in the poem, 
“comes back” as soon as the ordi- 
mary mode of living is resumed. 


The “Banting” Idea. 


How absurd it all is, when the fact 
is considered that anybody who is 
over-fat can easily get as much thin- 
ner as may he desired, while eating 
all the food the appetite craves, Eat 
all you want with the exception of 
a few things—bread and potatoes be- 
ing the principal! articles forbidden— 
and the scales will tell you that you 
are losing flesh with most gratifying 
rapidity. Scientists claim that it is 


not a guess. nor a probability, but 
@ certainty that never will fail to 
work. The government food experts 
have solved the problem absolutely 
and have reduced it to a table of 
figures. 

Fifty-odd years ago an Englishman 
named Banting delivered in this coun- 
try a course of lectures on “how to 
grow thin.” He presented himself to 
his audiences as an enormously fat 
man. Then, removing his outer cloth- 
ing, he disclosed a basket-work en- 
velope beneath. Stepping out of the 
basket, he was a man of moderate 
avoirdupois. His object was to show 
what he had looked like before he 
adopted a system that he described 
for getting rid of superfluous flesh. 

The “Banting” method, named after 
its originator was an empirical sys- 
tem. Truth was at the bottom of it, 
but it was not based on scientific 
knowledge, Recently, however, the 
problem Banting tried to attack has 
been worked out in such a way as to 
place it in any one’s power to con- 
{trol and determine his own weight, 
with a minimum of discomfort and 
without disturbance of the health. 

It never occurred to Mr. Banting 
to suggest that any person, a man or 
€& woman, might eat all he wanted— 
even more than he was ordinarily ac 
customed te eat—and vet grow

steadily and surely thinner. His sys- 
tem forbade any indulgence in cer- 
tain things. such as butter, which 
are entirely permissible in small 
quantities. 

Modern Food Ideas. 

It is true that butter is just about. 
the most fattening of all foods. When 
it is used sparingly, but sufficiently 
to satisfy reasonable requirements, 
one easily sees that the quantity con- 
sumed is too small to be of impor- 
tance, even though all of it were con- 
verted into fat in the body, ounce for 
cunce, which is an absurd idea. Fur- 
thermore, in pursuing the scientific 
method, it is not considered good for 
health to cut off all of the fat, starch 


\aed sugar, which are the fat-making 


substances. 

Since the days of Banting it has 
come to be known that certain kinds 
of foods furnish fuel to run the body 
machine, while certain others supply 
material for the making of blood and 
muscle-tissue. If an excess of fuel 
food be taken into the body, it is lia- 
ble to be stored in the body in the 
form of fat. On the other hand, the 
hody-building foods, such as lean 
meat, for instance, cannot possibly 
make fat. 

Such being the case, it is an ,easy 
matter to cut the fuel foods out of 
the diet. And then what happens? 
The body must have fuel for running 
its machinery, and, not being sup- 
plied with enough from outside, it 
draws upon its fat, the stored re- 
serve, Hence, under such a regimen, 
a person inevitably gets thinner. 

The now-popular system of semi- 
starvation for flesh-reduction is said 
to be, perhaps, one of the most vic- 
ious and dangerous fads ever known, 
It is, of course, against nature and in’ 
many cases it results in permanent 
injury to the digestive functions. 

The scientific method allows you 
all the lean meat of any kind that 
you want to eat; all the soup you 
want: all the fresh vegetables you 
want (potatoes barred); all the eggs

you want, and all the fruit you want. 
Are these things not enough to live 
on for a while? Meat, of course, is 
understood to include poultry. 

The only really hard thing to get 
along without is bread. But it is per- 
missible to eat thin toast in modera- 
tion—say, a couple of slices at each 
meal—with just a little butter on it. 
Sugar one may have in tea or coffee, 
but with nothing else, and a trifle of 
milk, but no cream. Cream is most- 
lv butter-fat and very fattening. No 
whole milk for drinking, therefore, 
but buttermilk is allowed ad libitum. 
Cereals, pudding, pie and sweet des- 
serts are forbidden. : 


Diet the Real Answer. 

These simple recommendations, 
based on government authority, 
cover the whole matter. Any over- 
fat person who follows them consci- 
entiously will grow steadily thinner, 
while eating as great a quantity of 
the permitted foods as his appetite 
may crave. After the first week the 
loss of flesh will be at a reduced 
rate—not more, perhaps, than half a 
pound a day—but, even so, not many 
weeks will be required to recover the 
much-desired outlines of a lost figure. 
One thing important to mention is 


that plenty of water should be drunk, 
especially at *feals. The widely-ac- 
cepted notion that water taken with 
meals encourages fat is without the 
slightest basis in fact. On the con- 
trary, it promotes digestion, and 
whatever helps digestion, discourages 
fat. This is a definite declaration of 
Uncle Sam’s food experts. 

These experts have a laboratory at 
Washington, in which one feature of 
the apparatus employed is a box big 


, 


enough to hold a man. It is occu- 
pied, sometimes for a week continu- 
ously, by a member of the staff or 
a volunteer from outside the office, 
who eats and sleeps in it, amusing 
himself by reading, while “digestion 
experiments” are made on him. Heat 
generated by the subject’s body ma- 
chine is exactly measured, and even 
the breath is analyzed. By these 
methods much exact knowledge has 
been obtained on the subject of re 
duction to the desired weight. 

But when this has been accom- 
plished, how shall one stay thin” 

The answer is that staying thin is 
the easiest thing in the world, when 
once it is understood just what are 
the fattening foods. Potatoes should 
be abandoned altogether until (as 
may be confidently expected, after a 
while) the tendency to a return of 
fat is overcome; and, for the rest. 
the weight can be regulated to a 
pound by a reasonable moderation in 
the consumption of -cereals, bread 
and candy. 

Unfortunately, the surplus fat of 
an over-plump person is not all 
on the outside. Every organ of the 
body is wrapped in a thick layer of 
it, which interferes with function. 
Thus a fat man or a woman pants in 
going upstairs, because the heart is 
impeded in its action by fat ardund 
it. Very fat people are poor insurance 
risks: they rarely live to be old. 

Another point worth considering by 
every woman is that even moderate 
fatness makes her look much older 
than she really is. Nearly every fat 
woman will tell you that she ig a 
very small eater. But watch her at 
the table, or on other occasions when 
food is offered, and you will find that 
quite the opposite is usually the cage. 
She is, in nearly every instance, a 
large eater.

last unit was started—two years and 
eight months from the time the Geor- 
gia Railway and Power Company took 
charge of the work. Six months later, 
on May 12, 1915, the Mathis storage 
reservoir was completed, thus complet- 
ing the entire development—the con- 
struction having required three years 
and two months.

As to my ap- 
ple orchard that I have just planted in 
Rabun county, Georgia: There is a4 
small area in Georgia comprising a por- 
tion of the counties of Rabun, Haber- 
sham, Towns and Franklin, in North 
Carolina, in which the annual rainfall is 
about 70 inches, or from ten to fifteen 
inches more than any portion of the 
United States except a region near Pu- 
get sound, on the Pacific coast, and a 
small section upon the islands off the 
coast of North Carolina. This rainfall 
is not in floods, but in showers. For 
this reason principally I have long ago 
desired to plant an apple orchard in 
the center of this favored region. The 
apple requires much rain upon well 
drained lands, with a favorable climate, 
to perfect itself. While the land in 
this section may be called poor, the 
large rainfall admits of high fertiliza- 
tion. These two reasons that are true 
present a wonderful future for this 
eountry, making it capable of growing 
immense food products with scientific 
culture.

seemingly no obstruction. I was first 
| inclined to think it might be local, but 
on inquiry of the contractors who were 
boring wells in Albany and on line of 
Central railroad, I ascertained that this 
Same strata was invariably struck. 
often great caverns that no amount of 
water could fill. It then occurred to me 
that a deep muddy pond on my place 
could be drained py boring a hole in 
the bottom of the pond to let it dis- 
charge its water through an under- 
ground system. With very crude ap- 
paratus I drove a pipe of four inches 
diameter in the center of this pond to 
the strata looked for. After clearings 
out the pipe with a chisel and augur 
made on the place, the pipe was opened 
near the bottom of the pond and the 
water escaped with great swiftness, and 
in three weeks the water was gone and 
the inhabitants of the pond were left 
in the muddy bottom, among whom was 
a large alligator. A strange and won- 
derful sight to behold. This pond thus 
disposed of was supposed to cause sick- 
ness upon the place. Thus was ex- 
hibited a clear stream of life-giving 
artesian water flowing above the sur- 
face and a stream of muddy water 
flowing in the opposite direction to- 
ward the center of the earth, where it 
no doubt found its way to the ocean. 

I have no question but that nearly all 
of the ponds and swamps in this sec- 
tion could be drained by this system, 
and that the drains could be kept open, 
thus enabling the land that is now use- 
less fit for cultivation. Some vears ago 
I tried to get the congressman from 
this district to wet the agricultural de.- 
partment of the government to illus- 
trate this fact, but without avail. 

Whenever it is proven to capital that 
this section can he drained and irri- 
gated for cultivation, with great prof- 
it, we will then see a beautiful land. 
Irrigation admits of great fertilization. 
In these days of commercial fertilizers 
it is hard to place a limit to the food 
supplies that will result from such a 
system intelligently conducted.

Woman Lawyer in Coweta 


Circuit, Never Attended 
Law School. 


February 17 (Spe- 
Reynolds Cobb, who 
has the distinction of being the only 
woman lawyer of Coweta circuit, was 
born and reared in Polk county, Geor- 
gia, and was before her marriage to 
the late Hiram F. Cobb, of Carrollton, 
Miss Betty Reynolds, of Cedartown, 

When asked by a Constitution cor- 
respondent, where she was educated, 
Mrs. Cobb laughingly replied that like 
Carey, of Lady’s Home Journal fame, 
she was born knowing how to read and 
the rest was easy in a world. of so 
many books. 

“Of course,” she continued,” there 
was the usual high school course and 
another at the State Normal school, 
before the world offered women any- 
thing so interesting as practicing law, 
and I thought I wanted to be a teacher, 
but as for my real education I secured 
that simply following my natural bent 
to read everything in sight. 

As for my legal education, I never 
saw inside a law school, but they tell 
me that the examination I stood before 
the state board compared very favor- 
ably with some of my brothers in the 
profession. I would be worse than a 
numb-skull, however, if I hadn't ab- 
'sorbed a good deal of law. I have been 
secretary to two or three of the best 
lawyers in the state. 1 am really afraid 
ithat the governess, who called me a 
“sponge,” because [ had the way of 
absorbing the hard-earned knowledge 
of my elders, knew whereof she spoke.”

The Useful Home Garden 


Hastings-— 


NO. 5—THE “VINE CROPS.” 


This is a general ferm covering the 
tender crops of watermelon, canta- 
loupe, or muskmelon, cucumber and 
the spuashes, and is a correct term 
except as to the early varieties of 
spuash which assume an essentially | 
bush form. 

They are adapted to all parts of the 
south and ail have an important part 
in the vegetable supply of any family 
who cares for health and the pleasure 
of eating the good-tasting things. 
While all of these can be grown on 
any good garden soil, yet they all show 
a preference for, and should be given 
if possible, a location on rather sandy 
soil, and if possible, a rather southerly 
exposure. 

On account, also, of the fact that the 
‘ong running vines take up more room 
than is available in the average gar- 
den, watermelons and pumpkins and 
the running varieties of spuash are oft- 
en planted to better advantage out- 
side the garden plot, and if you have 
a small patch of sandy land up in the 
generally stiff red “clay sections we 
don’t Know of a better use you can 
put it to than by planting it in these 
“vine crops” and especially so the wa- 
termelons, cantaloupes and running 
spuashes. 

Cucumbers. 

The cucumber is one of the oldest 
known varieties and mentioned in 
the Old Testament as being a product 
of Egypt long before the days of 
Christ on. earth. It is essentially a 
“salad” vegetable and sliced in a fresh 
crisp condition with salt and vinegar 
is tasteful and cooling. 

Some folks give the cucumber a bad 
name as to being indigestible, but so 
far as our observation goes indigestion 
comes from the use of stale, somewhat 
withered cucumbers that are really un- 
fit for food purposes. Fresh, crisp, 
tender vegetables of any Kind are not 
usually harmful and when served di- 
rect and fresh from the garden can 
be used in perfect safety. 

Cucumbers, as well as all other mem- 
bers of the general “vine crop” class 
are very tender and should not be 
planted until all danger of frost is 
past, which in this section, is about 
Easter. They cannot well be trans- 
planted so open ground operations only 
are advised. Plant in hills about 4 
feet apart each way. If possible work 
well into each hill a good-sized shovel- 
ful of well-rotted stable manure. Sow 
from 8 to 10 seeds to each hill and 
when well up and rough leaves have 
formed, thin out to 3 or 4 plants in 
each hill. 

Seed should be 
half inch in the heavier 
one inch in clear sandy soils. Soil

sorts Ponce-de-Leon (very similar to 
the old. muskmelonss), the Montreal 
Market and the Nixon are all good. 
This latter is a Georgia variety, origi- 
nating in the Augusta section and com- 
bines extra large size with especially 
fine flavor. The Banana Cantaloupe, 
a very distinct sort, is liked by many. 
Jt 1s partially resistant to insects, fre- 
quently has a distinct banana-like fla- 
vor and grows from 18 to 30 inches 
long with extra thick flesh. 
There is a new melon offered by a 
few of the seedsmen this year which 
is worthy of limited trial. It belongs 
to the Casaba type. which seldom 
ripens properly on the vines and must 
be kept some time after gathering to 
be fit for table use. This melon, the 
Honey Dew, has a distinct honey-like 
sweetness and is very rich. It weighs 
from six to ten pounds and came origi- 
nally from South Africa. These melofis 
brought from 75 cents to $1 apiece on 
the Atlanta market last summer, 
heing shipped in from California and 
Colorado, wHere they are grown undér 
irrigation. What it will do here in 
the southeast under summer rainfall 
conditions remains to be seen. 
Watermelons. 
It seems almost a waste of space to 
say much about hew to grow water- 
melons for this is one thing that al- 
most everyone is familiar with. 
Watermelons need a warm, sunny 
slope, and hills should be made about 
ten feet apart each way in which two 
or three shovel] full of well rotted 
stable manure have been thoroughly 
mixed with the soil. If manure is not 
available two to three pounds of any 
good brand of vegetable fertilizer will 
do, but commercial fertilizer is a poor 
substitute for well rotted manure for 
melons. 
Sow eight to ten seeds to each hill 
and when “rough” leaves have formed 
thin out to.two or three plants to each 
hill. As the watermelon is a shallow 
rooter, cultivation should be shallow 80 
as not to disturb the roots. If pos- 
sible have your watermelons in a 10- 
cation sheltered from strong winds for 
it is distinctly damaging to have the 
vines blown over the ground. 
In varieties for home use or nearby 
markets our personal preference has al- 
ways beén the pure strain of the Kleck- 
ley Sweet. The Watson or Tom Wat- 
son is a close favorite. Neither of 
these is as early as the Florida Favor- 
ite, a few of which should be planted 
for early melons. The Halbert Honey 
is gaining steadily in favor, is really 
a delicious melon and can probably be 
most nearly described as being a late 
strain of Kleckley Sweet. The Tinker 
or McGuire. as it is more generally 
known in this part of Georgia, is for 
home use only and has a distinctively 
honey-like’sweetness not found in other 
varieties. 

We can’t pass the watermelons with- 
out saying a few words about the Au- 
gusta Rattlesnake, the variety that ince 
Georgia on the map as a watermeéion 
growing state. For light sandy or 
sandy clay soils it will always please 
as one of the later varieties. It has a 
sweetness and flavor peculiarly its own 
and should be one of the varieties in 
the farm melon patch. 

From one-half to one acre on each 
farm should be devoted to watermel- 


covering the seeds should be worked 
down fine and be free from lumps or 
cloda. Keep soil around the hills well 
cultivated up to time vines begin to 
run. After that cultivation should be 
confined to pulling up any large weeds 
that appear. 

Vines can be kept in bearing longer 
than usual by keeping all cucumbers 
picked off when they come anywhere 
near maturity. If wanted for the usual 
size pickles the fruits should be picked 
when three or four inches long. If 


for slicing for salad purposes the 
standard White Spine varieties can be 
allowed to go to five or ‘six inches in 
length before pulling or cutting. 

Of the larger varieties for slicing 
and salads almost any of the White 
Spine varieties are desirable. The 
Everbearing, which may well be term- 
ed a combination variety, is a great fa- 
vorite in home gardens in the south. 
The Japanese Climbing, when given an 
opportunity to climb, is a splendid va- 
riety for the smaller gardens. Of the 
strictly pickling sorts the Chicago 
Pickle is the standard and most gen- 
erally used variety, and next to this 
is the Everbearing, a somewhat small 
variety, but good for either slicing or 
pickling. 

For one use or another cucumbers 
are certainly worth while and should 
find a place in every home garden, 
both for slicing green for salad and 
pickling. Near citles where there are 
“pickle factories” it 1s an important 
commercial crop. 

Cantaloupe. 

Cantaloupes or muskmelons are not 
nearly as much grown in the ‘south as 
they should be for they are, when prop- 
erly grown, most delicious. It is an im- 
portant commercial crop in Florida, 
Georgia and Tennessee, yet our home 
gardens seldom have them. 

This, we believe, more to the 
attacks of boring worms that puncture 
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the melons from the under side before 
anv other cause. By a 
little precaution this can be largely, if 
not altogether, prevented. The grow- 
ers for shipment have exactly the same 
trouble and about every third or fourth 
row of cantaloupes they plant a row 
of bush squash and the reason for it 
is this: In late spring there are com- 
paratively tew that have sur- 
vived the winter, just enough left for 
breeding stock to speak. 

The bush varieties of squash, either 
the White Bush or “Patty Pan” or the 
Crook Necks are the of this 
class to mature, and the few hold-over 
worms immediately bore into the first 
squashes that have been attacked and 
have the worms inside, and these should 
be picked and destroyed either by burn- 
ing or feeding to hogs. In this way 
the worm population is kept down in 
the early part of the season, giving 
the cantaloupes an opportunity to ma- 
ture a good part of the crop before 
the worms become plentiful. 

Cantaloupes need a richer or better 
fertilized soil than watermelons or 

Don't plant until soil is 

Seed should be planted 
in hills five to six feet apart each way, 
putting 10 to 12 seeds in each hill, 
covering as with cucumbers, 

When plants begin to crowd 
other, thin out to three or four plants 
per bill. Frequent but very shallow 
cultivation should be given until plants 
begin to run well, after which. time 
they should not be disturbed beyund 
the pulling up of large weeds. 

If the young plants are attacked by 
the striped beetle this can be remedied 
by light but frequent dustings of air- 
slaked lime or wood ashes when the 
plants are wet with dew or juSt after 
a rain. 

Cantaloupes are also somewhat sub- 
ject to sun-scald during a showery 
season in summer and one of the best 
preventives in this as well as in insect 
attacks is the use of the strong grow- 
ing and densely netted sorts. 

Varieties like Eden Gem, both the 
green fleshed and yellow or salmon 
fleshed are early and well adapted to 
the south and have largely superceded 
the old Rocky Ford or Netted Gem 
The Texas Cannonball is also 
a favorite. Of the larger and later

ons, and from one to five varieties 
should be planted to give succession of 
supply and varieties. They are usually 
saleable in town and there is nothing 
that will take the place of a cool, sweet 
watermelon when one comes:in from 
the field on a hot summer day. Late 
season melons can be secured by plant- 
ing scattering hills in June in the cow 
pea fields or patches giving a surprise 
along in September when you find big 
melons free from sunscald, after you 
thought the melon season was over. 
Pumpkins. 

Pumpkins are a comparatively rare 
sight on most southern farms, yet they 
are both easily grown and worth while. 
They are good in many ways for human 
food and are a splendid change for both 
cattle and hogs on dry feed. They are 
usable at home during fall and winter, 
and usually saleable in town. While 
generally planted as a sort of catch or 
extra crop in the corn fields, yet: plant- 
ing as a separate crop is often advisa- 

e. 

Preparation of hills the same as for 
watermelons and hills should be 8 to 
10 feet apart. Hoe frequently and ghal- 
low until vines begin to run, and then 
let alone until maturity, which is indi- 
cated by the dying and falling off of 
leaves. Pumpkins should be cut and 
not pulled, and 3 to 4 inches of the 
stem should be left attached to the 
pumpkin. This, together with handling 
carefully to avoid bruising, and storing 
in a dry place, will practically insure 


against rotting. 

For baking or ple making the best 
sorts are the Green Striped Cashaw. 
Japanese Pie, Tennessee Sweet Potato 
and the Sweet or Sugar Pumpkin. This 
latter, while the smallest, is the sweet- 
est and best, and is used almost exclu- 
sively in the famous “pumpkin pies* 
of the New England states. 

Tf you want to grow the biggest 
pumpkin in your neighborhood ‘or for 
fair purposes a few hills of the Big. 
Jumbo variety is what you need. If for 
general field culture for stock feed or 
general use the Southern Field Pump- 
kin is a fairly sure cropper almost any- 
where in the south, 

Squash 

The squash family has two distinct 

types. Of these the bush varieties are 
the only ones generally planted in the 
south. although the running or mar- 
row varieties are of distinctly richer 
and better flavor. 
In the cantaloupe section we advised 
planting squashes near the cantaloupes, 
forgettime that a lot of good folks 
would throw up their hands and sav 
that they would “mix.” They will not. 
for squash and cantaloupe belong to 
two distinctly different families of 
plants and will not cross or hybridize. 
It has been tried time and again by 
professional plant breeders without 
success. Squash will ¢ross with the 
gourds, and we strongly advise against 
having squash and gourds near each 
other, else your squash is apt to have 
a bitter, quinine sort of a flavor. 

or the bush varieties, hills should 
be made in manner similar to those for 
cantaloupes or melons, but only three 
or four feet apart eaen way. Plant 
six to ten seeds in each hill and whén 
Well up and rough leaves have formed 
thin out to two plants in each hill. The 
plants soon reach good size and blooms 
appear at the crown of the plant. With- 
in a very few days after the bloom 
“sets” the young squashes are fit for 
use. They are more tender and of finer 
flavor the smaller they are, and itn 
many localities the fruits of the White 
Bush varieties are never allowed to get 
over three inches in diameter before 
being cut or pulled. 

Further, the pulling of the squashes 
regularly while small insures qa far 
longer: bearing period than when al- 
lowed to get larger and more matured. 
The Whité Bush varieties, both the 
Farly White Bush and the Mammoth 
White, are most generally Planted. 
There are also yellow fleshed variettes 
of this type that are good, being known 
under the names of Early Yellow Bush 
and Goldén Custard. 

Many prefer the Yellow Crookneck 
type represented by the Yellow Sum- 
mer Crookneck and Giant Crookneck 
While covered with warty excrescences. 
making more waste in preparing for 
the table they certainly have a rich 
buttery flavor not found in the oth- 
ers. 

The Running or Marrow varieties 
can be planted in spring, but make 
best in way of good keeping squashes 
for fall and winter use, if planted in 
June or July in_ similar manner to 
pumpkins. The Early Prolifie Mar- 
row and Boston Marrow are both gen- 
erally adapted to the south, the Hub- 
bard having succeeded only in a few 
localities. ae

But the “Paolo and Francesca” fatality 
is the biggest, the most astounding of all. 

Strangely enough, it is related to the 
“Tristam and Isolde” ill-fortune, since it 
has for its climax the big scene in which the 
lovers read the legend of Launcelot and 
Guinevere. is 

It is true, also, that plays founded upon 
this original love story, “Launcelot and 
Guinevere,” have failed. 

What, then, is this strange thread of 
ruin that runs from one of these produc- 
tions to another? All are tales of wives 
who come to love the best friends of their 
busbands. 

Guinevere is betrothed to King Arthur 
without ever having been wooed by him in 
person. king is noble and 
mighty she consents to become his wife. To

Gabrielle D’Annunzio, the poet. 


was betrothed. The most commonly ac- 
cepted version of the story is that on the 
way back Isolde and Tristam became en- 
amored of each other, but that Isolde was 
not unfaithful to King Mark until after she 
had been contaminated by the debauchery 
of Guinevere. 

King Mark, discovering her in the arms 
of Tristam, killed them both. 

The third example of this inexplicable 
hoodoo, that of Paolo and Francesca, has 
like its predecessors been successful in 
poetry. 

Francesca. the daughter of Guido da 
Polenta, an Italian nobleman of the thir- 
teenth century, for reasons of state was be 
trothed to Giovanni, a lame count, of a 
neighboring principality. 

It was arranged that Paolo, his younger 
and far more handsome brother, should 
woo her under his name. Paolo and IFran- 
cesca immediately fell in love. 

In order to escape the torment of seeing 
the woman he loves in the possession of his 
brother, Paolo leaves for Florence. 

He cannot long remain away, however, 
and returns to find Francesca in her apart- 
ments reading the tragic love story of 
Launcelot and Guinevere to her women. 
Francesca, apprised by her whispering 
slave that Paolo has returned, dismisses 
her women and admits the man she loves. 

Togethe> they read the impassioned love 
story. fhe spell of it, the seductive influ- 
ence of all their unrestraint overcomes the 
pair and they succumb in a sudden kiss. 

D’'Annunzio describes the scene in this 
fashion: 

PAOLO— ; 

But now will you not read 

What she says? Will you not be Guine 

vere! 

(Their 
book.) 

* Read on, it says ‘“Assuredly 
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FRANCESCA (reading)— 
“Assuredly,” says she, “I promise it, 
But let him be mine own and I all his, 
And let there be set straight all crooked 
things 
And evil ” 
PAOLO— 
No, no! Read again, continue. 

(Their white faces lean over the book 
until their cheeks almost touch.) 
FRANCESCA (following brokenly )— 

“And the queen looks on him and sees 

that he 

Cannot take heart on him to do aught 
more. 

Thereat she takes him by the chin and 
slowly 


Malatestino, younger brother of Giovanni 
and Paolo, discloses the fact. that he himself 
loves Francesca and presses his attentions 
upon her. When repulsed he vows venge 
ance and finally discovers the romance of 
Francesca with Paolo. This information he 
takes to Giovanni, who, wildly incensed, 
sets out to prove the charge either false or 
true. Uniluckily for the lovers, Giovanni 
proves it true. 

D’Annunzio’s text runs as follows: 

THE VOICE OF GIOVANNI— 
Francesca, open. Francesca. 

(The woman is petrified with horror. 
Paolo looks around the room, putting his 
hand to his dagger. He catches sight of the 
bolt of the trapdoor.) 

PAOLO (in a low voice)— 
Take heart, take heart, Francesca. 
get down 
By way of the trap door. 
Go, go and open to him, 
But do not tremble. , 
(He lifts the trap door. The door seems

Kisses him on the mouth——’ 

(Paolo makes the same movement to 
ward Francesca and kisses her. As their 
mouths separate Francesca staggers and 
falis back on the cushions.) 

Francesca and Paolo for a time keep 
their secret well hidden. But at length

to quiver at the repeated blows. He begins 
to go down while the woman in obedience 
to him goes to the door tottering.) 
THE VOICE OF GIOVANNI— 

Open upon your life, Francesca, open. 

(The door being opened, Giovann, armed 
and cowered with dust, rushes furiously 
into the room, looking for his brother in 
every direction. Suddenly he catches sight 
of Paolo standing head and shoulders above 
the level of the floor, struggling to free him- 
self from the bolt of the trap door, whtch 
had caught in the corner of his cloak. 
Francesca utters a piercing shriek while 
Giovanni falls upon his brother, seizing him 
by the hair and forcing htm to come up.) 
FRANCESCA (rushing forward)— 

Let him go! 

Let him go! Me, take me! 

(The husband loosens his hold. Paolo 
aprings up on the other side of the trap 
door and unsheathes his dagger. Giovanni, 
drawing back, bares his sword and rushes 


upon him with terrible force. francesca 
throws herself between the two men,. but 
as hcr husband has lent all his weight on 
the blow and is unable to draw back, her 
breast is pierced by the sword. 
FRANCESCA (dying)— 

Ah! Paolo! 

(Giovanni instant. He 
sees the woman clasped in the arms of her 
lover, wao seals her expiring life with his 
lips. Mad with rage and sorrow, he pierces 
his brother’s side with another deadly 
thrust. The two bodies siray to and fro 
for an instant without sound. Then, still 
linked together, they fall at full length on 
the pavement. Giovanni stoops in silence, 
bends his knees with a painful effort; and 
the other breaks his blood 
siword.,)
